James B, Forgan of Chicago 
First National Explains — 
Proposed Branch 
| System. 


CAN LOAN $37,000,000 MORE 


Danger of Present Practice of 
Fictitious Reserve and 
Deposits Would. Be 
Obviated. 


BANKERS HEAR DETAILS. 


Milwaukee, Wis., May 8.—[{Special.)— 
James B. Forgan, President of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Chicago, which by its con- 
solidation with the Metropolitan National of 
Chicago has become a $100,000,000 bank and 
the second biggest bank in the United States, 
this evening explained to a large assem- 
blage of bankers from the leading cities of 
the West, gathered under the auspices of 
the Milwaukee Bankers’ club, the advan- 
tages in actual dollars and cents that could 
accfue from the consolidation of the First 
National Banks of Milwaukee, 8t. Paul, 
Minneapolis, Omaha, and Kansas City with 
the First National Bank of Chicago, and 
also the advantages to the sixty banks of 
Illinois that are correspondents of the First 
National of Chicago, could they be joined 
as branches to the First National Bank of 
Chicago. 

Compares with Montreal Bank. 

By a comparison of the figures of the First 
National Banks of Chicago, Milwaukee, St. 
Paul, Minneapolis, Omaha, and Kansas 
City with the figures of the largest Canadian 
bank, the Bank of Montreal, which has for- 
ty-eight branches, Mr. Forgan showed that 
these six banks, as a result of their present 
separate condition, are enabled to invest 
only 62.9 per cent of their total resources in 
loans and securities, as compared with 83.1 
per cent that the Bank of Montreal is en- 
abled to invest. 

To prove how branch banking, if permitted 
by, law, would remove the menace of arti- 
ficially increased bank deposits, requiring 
“extravagant reserves, and encouraging 


expansion on a fictitious basis,” Mr. Forgan 


took sixty banks in Illinois and combined 
them with their Chicago correspondent, the 
First National Bank. This combination, ac- 
cording to his figures, would result in a re- 
duction of $3,907,134.43 in the balances be- 
tween banks and convert $6,859,922 of East- 
ern exchange into loanable funds, the pres- 
ent balances of the First National being 
the combined bank. Nearly §37,- 
000,000 loanable capital could, he figured, be 
saved. by such a consolidation. 


Makes a Deep Impression. 

The remarks of Mr. Forgan were received 
with great interest; his figures of the benefits. 
to come from a law permitting branch bank- 
ing creating something of a sensation. 
Eight bankers from Minneapolis, Mr. For- 
gan'’s former home, were present. Most of 
the banks included in Mr. Forgan’s proposed 
consolidation. of first national banks in the 
six leading Western cities were represented 
at the banquet board, and apparently ap- 
proved of what was said. 


President Forgan’s Argument. 

Mr. Forgan spoke in part as follows: 

‘How is it that the Bank of Montreal 
thus invests 83 per cent of its total resources 
while we can only invest 63 per cent of ours? 

“How is it’ that we find this great 
Canadian bank running forty-eight branches 
with cash reserves of about 10 per cent of 
its deposits and balances due by other 
banks of, say 5 per cent, or available cash 
resources of only 15 per cent, against 41 per 
cent shown by our proposed combination? 


Balances Need Not Be Carried. 

“Tt is simply because they can do their 
entire domestic exchange and collection busi- 
ness within themselves and have no occasion 
to deposit any of their funds with. other 
domestic banks. The balances which each 
of our banks now carry with correspondents 
for exchange purposes are entirely eliminated 
when they become branches of banks with 
offices in the financial centers. 

‘‘If the banks I have referred to were one 
institution and in addition to their six offices 
in the Northwest, established a branch in 
New York, the item, balanecs due from othér 
banks, would disappear from its statement 
except as to balances due from banks in 
foreign eountries. This would enable it to 
loan at current rates from $20,000,000 to 
$25,000,000 of funds now carried as balance 
due from banks.”’ 


Bank Deposits in Other Banks. 

In his annual report, recently issued, the 
Controller of the Currency shows that on 
Sept. 10, 1901, the national banks had 13.7 
per cent of their total resources 
with other banks, while the thirty-four char- 
tered banks of Canada‘had only 5.1 per cent 
so employed. This comparison is striking 
enough, but does not reveal the whole truth. 

“The aggregate amount of balances due 
by banks in the combined statem€nt of the 
national banks is $785,000,000. Probably | 
$85,000,000 of this is due from foreign banks, 
leaving the enormous sum of $700,000,000 in 
balances due in account between banks in 
this country. = 


Make Millions Available. 

“The eeonomy in this must be apparent. 
The result would be to make a considerable 
portion of this $700,000,000 available for addi- 
tional loans to the public, and consequently a 
further reduction in the discount rate. But 
this is not the only benefit that would accrue 
by the elimination of these bank balances. 
They are really @ great weakness and a per- 
petual menace to our system. 


_ How Deposits Are Multiplied. 

‘J have prepared a statement showing the 
greatest possible multiplication of deposits 
under our present system of allowing a por- 
tion of the legal reserves of one bank to 
be held as deposits in another. For illustra- 
tion, national banks in Deadwood (not a 
reserve city), Omaha (a reserve city), Chi- 
cago (a central reserve city), and New York, 
the financial center of the country, are used. 

“On a deposit in Deadwood of $64,000, | 
$3,840 must be retained in vault as cash 
reserve, while $60,160 may be deposited with 
an Omaha correspondent, 

** Of the deposit in Omaha of $60.160, $7,520 
will be held as reserve, while $52,640 may 
be deposited with a Chicago correspondent. 

“Of the deposit In Chicago of $52,640, 
$13,180 must be retained as a reserve, while 
$39,460 may be deposited with a New York 
correspondent. 

“Of the deposit In New York of $39,460, 
$9,865 is reserve, while $29.595 may be loaned. 

“This shows a total deposit of $216,260, 
all based on an original deposit of $64,000.’’ 


ANNEX GUBS? A SUICIDE 


MYSTERY IN THE FATE OF HER- 
MAN E. BENEDICT. . 


Man Who Registers from Rochester, 
N. YY. but Who May Be from Mil- 
waukee, Takes His Own Life at the 
Michigan Avenue Hostelry and the 
Motive Is Lacking—Note to Police 
May Supply the Reason—Papers Give 
Vagte Clew to Identity. 


With the revolver with which he had 
killed himself still grasped in his right 
hand, the body of Herman E. Benedict, who 
had registered from Rochester, N. Y., was 
found on the bed in his room at the Audi- 
torlum Annex at 10 o’clock last night. 

For an hour considerable excitement pre- 
vailed among the guests of the big Michigan 
avenue hotel. Rumors of a murder were 
started, and half a dozen detectives from 
the Harrison Street Station were sent to 
investigate. The police quickly decided that 
Benedict came to his death by his own hand. 

Among Benedict's effects were found a 
number of letters which indicated that he 
probably was a resident of Milwaukee. No 
such person as Herman E. Benedict is 
known in Rochester. Some of the letters 
indicate that Benedict was in Chicago to 
transact business with A. L. Singer, a’ 
tailor at 175 Adams street, and a card 
signed “A. L. 8.” strengthened this theory. 

Dead for Hours When Found. 

Benedict apparently had been dead for 
several hours before the body was discov- 
ered. During the afternoon the maids 
knocked at the door several times, but got 
no response, but it was not until night that 
the clerk was notified. He called House 
Detective Gass and the door was forced 
open. 

On entering the room the detective found 
Benedict’s body lying half-buried in the bed 
clothes. The revolver and a wound in the 
temple told the story. The hotel employés 
tried to suppress the news of the suicide, 
but. the arrival of a number of policemen 
and detectives soon revealed to the guests 
that a tragedy had occurred. ” 

Close by the bed was a sealed note, which 
asked that the police notify a friend who 
lives in West Adams street of the suicide. 
No reason was given for the deed. An at- 
tempt by the police to locate the man men- 
tioned in the note proved futile, but it ts 
thought he can be found today. 

Benedict registered at the hotel on April 
25. For the last two days he has been around 
the hotel most of the time and had com- 
plained of being ill. Yesterday he did not 
get up for breakfast. 


Frequent Visitor to Chicago. 

Benedict had been a frequent visitor to 
Chicago. On former occasions he had 
stopped at the Grand Pacific Hotel, where he 
was known by Clerk Shaw. He was at the 
Grand Pacific on April 17 and left an order 
to have hts mail forwarded to the Plankinton 
Hotel in Milwaukee. 

‘From papers found in Benedict’s pockets 
it appears that he carried $8,000 life insur- 
ance in a New York company. ‘The police also 
found receipts for money paid for'repairs to 
automobiles. 

A postal card, dated April 30 and 
by “A. L. read: 

*“ T have two letters for you from M. L. B.”” 

Beyond the receipts and létters the only 
thing faund in the pockets of the dead man 
was a conductor’s cash’ fare receipt on the 
Richmond, Fredericksburg and Potomac rail- 
road. Ona finger was a heavy band ring set 
with a diamond of a small carat. 

There was no money found in the room.or. 
in the pockets of the dead man, and this leads 
the police to believe that the suicide may 
have been prompted by financial difficulties. 


BOY KILLED BY CABLE CAR 
IN PRESENCE OF A CROWD. 


Lad 11 Years Old Run Down While 
Crossing Street and Crushed Under 
the Grip—Man Slightly Injured. 


In sight of fully a hundred persons, Harbor 
Thompson, 11 years old, and living at 173 
Fugénie street, was run over and crushed 
to death by a cable train at Eugénie and 
‘Wells streets at 7:30 last night. 

The boy was running across the street, 
end before J. G. Curwin, the gripman, could 
bring the train to a stop the lad was caught 
and dragged beneath the wheels, of the 
grip. It required twenty men to lift the car 
off the boy before he could be released. He 
lived about ten minutes. The body was 
taken home. The train was in charge of 
Conductor Frank Friss. No arrests were 
made.

AGAINST PACKERS. 


An Independent Slaughtermg 
Company Being Organized 
by the Retailers of 

Meat. 
ONLY 50 SHARES EACH.

Plan to Have 15,000 or 20,000 
Stockholders and Cut Off 
Alleged Combine’s 


Business. 


CIRCULARS ARE SENT OUT. 


Goaded by the constantly increasing exac- 
tions of the alleged beef trust, hundreds of 
retail meat dealers throughout the country 
have begun the organization of an inde- 
pendent packing company, with a capital 
stock of $5,000,000. It is proposed by the or- 
ganizers to erect a modern packing plant in 
Chicago large enough to supply all the beef 
products handled in their trade. 

A considerable amount of the capital neces- 
sary to carry through the project already has 
been subscribed. The largest subscription 
which will be accepted from any one firm or 
individual is $5,000. This is to prevent the 
absorption of the company by the packers 
who now control the beef business. Men 
skilied in the beef trade already have been 
engaged to manage the new concern. 


Work Begun Two Weeks Ago. 


The work for the promotion of the new 

company began two weeks ago, when the 
retailers became convinced they could se- 
cure no relief from the arbitrary methods of 
the packers charged with maintaining the 
beef trust. An impetds has been given the 
undertaking by the exposures of the work- 
ings of the alleged combine with which the 
retailers have been forced to deal for many 
years. 
_ The promoters expect to interest between 
15,000 and 20,000 retailers in the project. A 
detailed outline of the corporation is being 
prepared and will be distributed this week. 


Letter Sent to Retailers, 

The first letter sent out to the retailers 
made its appearance yesterday. It is as 
follows: 

‘““We have been waited upon by a com- 
mittee of experts in the packing and provi- 
sion business in reference to promoting an 
independent packing and provision company. 
The stock of this company to be held entirely 
by the butchers throughout the country and 
the company to be organized and operated 
on the plans of the big packing companies 
now extant. 

“The committee assures us that each de- 
partment will be under the aetive manage- 
ment of men having years of experience. 

“Having 20,000 to 25,000 leading retail 
butchers as stockholders the company would 
be in a position to dictate and maintain prices 
throughout the world. It is proposed to 
organize a company of $5,000,000, erecting 
cold storage warehouses in the principal 
cities and do a general packing business. 

*“ Statistics from the leading men in the 
business show the company will be able to 
pay at least 10 per cent dividends on the 
capital invested and secure for the butchers 
the benefit of the market at all times.” 

The circular then concludes with an ap- 
peal for the support of the retailers through- 
out the country. The first letter was sent out 
by a local trust company, which claims to 
be acting for a committee of. retailers of 
Chicago, New York, and St. Louis. Officials 


of the trust company say the undertaking 


has the financial backing of two large Chi- 
cago banks. |

federal courts to explain their connection 
with the alleged beef trust attach no im- 
portance to the proposed independent pack- 
ing plant. They declare there is no money in 
the business, and that theretailer is as famil- 
iar with that condition as they are. 

Live Stock Men Want Action. 

Alarmed over the prospects of a long drawn 
out investigation the National Live Stock 
Exchange, composed of the local exchanges 
in all the live stock centers, has adopted a 
resolution urging the federal officials to 
make a prompt and speedy inquiry into the 
alleged combination. 

Besides passing the resolution the Execu- 
tive committee of the association telegraphed 
to President Roosevelt and Attorney Gen- 
eral Knox urging a thorough and prompt 
investigation of all the charges made against 
the packers. The telegram is as follows: 

‘‘ Investigate the meat trust thoroughly, 
but hasten the inquiry so that normal con- 
ditions of trade can be restored as quickly 
as possible.”’ 

Trust an Impossibility. 

Secretary C. W. Baker of the association 
forwarded the telegrams to a!l the Wash- 
ington officials directly interested in the 
approaching investigation. | 

The resolutions passed by the exchang 
contend that such a thing as a beef trust is 
an impossibility from the “nature of the 
business ’’ and on.account of the volume 
of the business.”’ It is set out that an agita- 
tion against the alleged packing trust will 
have a bad effect on the live stock business 
of the country, one of its most important in- 
dustries. It is declared that the investiga- 
tion involves the producer as well as the con- 
sumer, and that an injury of one is an injury 
of the other. 


Step to Check the Inquiry. 

The action of the National Exchange is re- 
garded as another step in the campaign be- 
ing promoted by the packers about to be 
made defendants in the injunction proceed- 
ings to counteract the popular demand for a 
thorough investigation. 

The retailers interested in an exposure of 
the relations of the packers known to the 
trade as the Big Six profess to see inthe 
resolution a carefully laid plan of the combi- 
nation to bring all the pressure possible to 
bear on Attorney General Knox and on Con- 
gress to throttle the whole investigation. 

The making public of the letter sent out by 
Swift & Co., one of the companies alleged to 
be in the beef trust, in which their corre- 
spondents throughout the country were 
urged to telegraph to their Congresemen and 
protest against the investigation of the com- 
bination created a sensation. 


Day Arrives in Washington. 

Washington, D. C., May &—{Special.}—

HELD UNFAIR TO NATION. 


Washington, D. C., May 3.—Discussion of 
the Philippine question became heated in 
the Senate today. Thus far the minority 
practically has had a clear field in the de- 
bate, the policy of the majority being to per- 
mit the criticigm of the Democratic mem- 
bers of the body to proceed without inter- 
ruption. 

Toda} it was different. Mr, Spooner of Wis- 
consin, Mr. Lodge of Massachusetts, and Mr, 
Foraker of Ohio became aroused. They 
spoke in defense of the administration, of 
the army, and of Governor Taft, and they 
spoke hotly, almost unrestrainedly. The re- 
sult was one of the most spirited debates 
yet heard on the Philippine question. 

While the. debate took a wide range, it re- 
volved around the resolution calling for 
Major Cornelius Gardener, in the'iPhilippine 
Islands, to appear as soon as possible before 
the Philippirie committee as a witness. 


Impossible for Gardener to Come. | 

A cablegram from General Chaffee was read 
by Mr. Lodge saying that it was impraé- 
ticable for Gardener to leave the islands af 
present, as he was a special figure in a court 
of inquiry which was investigating the condi- 
tions of the provirice of which he was pro- 
vinelal Governor. 

The debate started when the resolution 
previously offered by Mr. Patterson of Cole 
rado requesting the President to cause the 
Secretary of War to cable Major Gardener 
in the Philippines to come to Washington to 
appear as a witness before the Philippines 
committee was laid before the Senate. 

Mr. Lodge, chairman of the Philippine com- 
mittee, explained that when it had been 
learned that Major Gardener’s regiment 
would not leave the Philippines until about 
June 15, the Committee on the Philippines 
had decided to secure Major Gardener’ 
presence as soon as possible. , 


No Specifications of Charges. 
Later it was found that Major Gardener 
had filed no specifications of the charges he 


= had made to the Philippine commission, The 
committee then rescinded its action calling 


for Major Gardener. Yesterday, he said, the 
War department notified that Major 
Gardener had filed a few specifications, in- 
definite‘in character, and mentioning the 
name of only one officer. 

When an investigation was ordered, Major 
Gardener the investigation 
had developed into attack upon him, and 
he asked for counsel. 

In the circumstances the Philippine com- 
mittee had thought it well to permit Major 
Gardener an opportunity to prove before the 
Philippine authorities the truthfulness of his 
charges—an opportunity which he would 
have, full and fair. 


Fears Unfriendly Treatment. 

Mr. Rawlins of Utah said it was evident 
that Major Gardener thought the investiga- 
tion to be made of his charges was in un- 
friendly hands. He said the bias of General 
Chaffee was shown in his cablegram, in- 
dicating that Major Gardener was relucfant 
to submit himself to an investigation by of- 
ficers who had been the subject of his crit«- 
icisms. 

Now, Mr. Rawlins said, it is proposed. to 
go through the farce of awaiting the speci+ 
fications filed by Major Gardener amd the ree. . 
sult of an inquiry made by the board. He 
sympathized with the motives of the Wash- 
ington officials that the charges should be 
investigated fully; but he held that some 
tribunal ought te be selected to make the in- 
vestigation without possibility of the charge 

partiality. He beileved that the commit- 


} +e ought not to refuse to send for Major 


Gardener, as his testimony was extremely 
important. 


Spooner Scores the Democrats. 

Mr. Spooner of Wisconsin said the observa- 
tions of Mr. Rawlins were quite character- 
istic of the action of the Democrats in the 
course of this debate. He had read care 
fully the telegram from General Chaffee and 
nad discovered nothing indicating a bias on 
his part. 

“ The Senator from Utah,” continued Mr. 
Spooner, seems blinded with suspicion of 
the army and of almost everybody charged 
with any responsibility in the Philippines.” 

It seemed to him that there was a too 
great widingness on the part of the minor- 
ty to impeach the whole American army. 

The charge of Mr. Rawlins, he said, was 
that as Gardener had made a genefal im- 
peachment of military officers in ghe Philip- 
pines no board could be constit which | 
would give him an impartial trial 


Army Is Declared Impartial. | 

‘The American people,” he declared, “will 
not believe that charge because they will 
know that it is not true of the army in the 
Philippines or any other American army.” 

Referring to General Funston, Mr. Spoon- 
er said he may have talked too much, but if © 
he had he had done no more than some 
others who are not in military life had done 
about this war in the Philippines. The 
charge had been made, said he, that Funston 
had fought his way to fame with the jaw- 
bone of an ass. That was unjust and un- 
worthy of those who made it. Funston had 
won fame as a soldier by leading the bravest 
of men in battle and had won at the same 
time the commendation of President Me- 
Kinley. 

In the Senate of the UnitedgStates of all | 

places, said he, the effort ought not to be 
made to besmirch the reputation and the 
honor of the army. Outrdges probably had 
been committed in isolated instances in the 
Philippines. He condoned no outrages of 
any kind. 
_* But,” said he, “ the American people will 
convict no man without a hearing and will 
convict no man on statements made in the 
Congressiona: Record. They will demand 
condign punishmen® of the guilty, but the 
investigation must by the same demands 
be conducted with fairness and justice.” 


Hiding of Information Denied. 


The complaint of the minority seemed to 
be, said Senator Spooner, that the Secretary

Gardener be brought here to Washington to 
repeat his charges before the Philippine com- 
mittee against his comrades, who were 8,000 
mifes away: The sense of decency of the 
world, “he declared, would be shocked by 
such action. 

Mr. Lodge withdrew hfs request that the 
resolution lie upon the table, adding that 
hé preferred to have the question passed 


upon now. “ It is,”’ he said, “ perfectly mon- 


strous to bring Major Gardener here and 
allow him to’ make his accusations in a 
committee room of the Senate, when the 
officers against whom he makes them are 
thousands of miles away in the Philippines.”’ 


Rawlins Talks of Obstruction. 
Mr. Rawlins said he did not want to be- 


| smirch the army, but he did want a full in- 


quiry to develop the guilty and have them 
punished, while the innocent may be exon- 
erated. He said the minority had “ met 
everywhere with objections and obstruc- 
tions.”’ 

“I call the Senator from Utah to order,” 
‘*No Senator has a right 
to charge any other Senator with obstruc- 
tion.”’ 

Mr. Rawlins referred to ‘the case of Pri- 
vate Riley, and quoted the Secretary of War 
as saying in connection with it that private 
soldiers are inclined to “‘ draw the long bow ” 
in»writing home of occurrences in the Phil- 
éppines, which, he eaid, was itself a severe 
reflection on the army.

Washington, D. C., May 3.—Major Cor- 
nelius Gardener, whose allegations of cruelty 
against American officers have resulted ina 
demand for his presence as a witness before 
the Senate Philippine committee, declines to 
furnish proof, and declares that he is being 


’ made the object of an attack, and has asked 


for counsel. 

Major General Chaffee says that Major 
Gardener evidently does not desire an in- 
vestigation: He has authorized an officer 
to .assist him, but cables the War depart- 
ment that a rigorous investigation into 
Major Gardener's charges will be made 
whether the Major wishes it or not. Gen- 


eral Chaffee’s message to the War depart- 
. ment is as follows: 


“ Adjutant General, Washington: With 
reference to your telegram of the ist, Major 
Cornelius Gardener has filed few specifica- 
tions, general in character, and practically 
paraphrasing his report. In one instance he 
gives the name of an officer. The board con- 
sists of Colonel Theodore J. Wint, Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Joseph W. Duncan, and Captain 
William T. Johnston, sitting at Lucena, 
under instructions to afford Major Gardener 
full opportunity to substantiate every alle- 
gation. ,

PLANS A WAR ON GRUBLIY 


HUMANE SOCIETY HAS EXTEN- 
SIVE PROGRAM FOR YEAR. 


President Shortall Proposes Law to 
Make Wife Beating a Crime—Wants 
Lash for Habitual Criminals and 
Juvenile Offenders—Asks Crusade 
to Prevent Carrying of Babies on 
Handlebars of Bicycles, and Urges 
a Reform of Dog Pound Work. 


Wife ‘beating will be made a felony in Il- 
linois, the whipping post will be established 
for habitual criminals seemingly devoid of 
moral sense and for juvenile offenders, 
babies will no longer occupy front seats on 
bicycles, ‘and cruelty to dogs and horses 
will become a memory if the plans of the 
Illinois Humane society are realized. 
The accomplishment of these reforms, in 
which the Legislature of the State will be 
asked to coéperate, is the work mapped out 
for the coming year by President John G. 
Shortall at the annual meeting of the Hu- 
mane society, held yesterday. 


Program of the Society. 

The principal recommendations made by 
Mr. Shortall are as follows: 

“1. The enactment of a law making wife 
beating a felony, punishable by imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary, with a provision 
that a certain portion of the money earned 
by the prisoner while serving sentence be de- 
voted to the support of his family. The en- 
actment of more stringent laws against de- 
sertidn. 

“¥% The revival of the whipping post for 
juvenile offenders and that class of habitual 
criminals so devoid of moral sense that im- 
prisonment ceases to be a punishment, in- 
cluding pickpockets, burglars, and highway 
rebbers. 

‘** 4. Prosecution of all persons engaging in 
the sport of shooting live pigeons from traps. 

**4. Vigorous prosecution of parents who 
take their babies bicycle riding with them. 

“5. The regeneration of the dog pound, to 

be conducted upon strictly humanitarian 
lines. 

‘6. The enlargement of the society’s horse 
hospital. 

“7 The establishment of boys’ clubs 

throughout the city and State to teach 
humane ideas and the proper feeling toward 
animals.”’ 


New Law on Abandonment. 

As a result of the President’s annual ad- 
Cress, the society immediately will take 
steps toward drafting a law to be laid before 
the next, Legislature which will punish more 
severely the man who abandons his fam- 
ily. Mr. Shortall announced that he had 
written to Toledo and Cincinnati for copies 
ef the law operative in Ohio, and announced 
that he would favor a law modeled after 
that in force in the Buckeye State. 


Revival of Whipping Post, 

The revival of the whipping post was ad- 
vocated to punish habitual criminals anda 
those who seek refuge in the plea of ex- 
treme youth when brought before magis- 
trates, but who are ready at any opportune 
moment “ to assault weakness or strike at 


the defenseless, to rob the wayfarer, or com- | 


mit burglary or even murder.” 

“The only effective discipline for such of- 
fenders as these is corporal chastisement,” 
asserted Mr. Shortall. “I can cite a great 
many cases in which sound parental flog- 
ging would appear to be the only means of 
effective punishment with a probability of 
reformation.” 


Bicycle a Danger to Babies. 

The practice of carrying babies on bi- 
eycles was declared a danger which could 
not be overlooked. Fresh in the minds of 
the members of the Humane society was the 
account of the sudden death of Mrs. Agnes 
Halfeldt, 722 North Center avenue, while 
riding on her bicycle with her infant child 
strapped to the handle bar in front of her. 
Mre. Halfeldt dropped dead while riding in 
Washington boulevard, near Forty-third 
avenue. When her husband overtook her he 
found the child clinging to the body of its 
mother. In the fall the child narrowly es- 
caped “death, and this case afforded suf- 
ficient cause for the Humane society to try 
to ‘prevent a repetition of the accident, which 
might result in the death or maming for 
life of the infant. 

The shooting of live pigeons from traps 
was declared by Mr. Shortall to be one of 
the disgraces of the present age. 


Rescued from a Lazy Husband. 

A report was read from the society’s agent 
at Alton describing how a poor woman had 
been rescued from “a lazy 6-foot husband.” 
“And we not only rescued her from this 
lazy 6-footer,”’ said the report, ** but secured 
a divorce for her."’ Attorney Scott announced 
that 137 persons had been prosecuted during 
the year for cruelty. He told of the arrest 
ef a 17-year-old boy named Harry Miller 
for washing his dog in boiling water and 
then banging it up on a tree to dry. This 
was cited as one of the extreme cases of 
cruelty. |

DREAMS A WISH T0 KILL. 


LAWYER SHOT BY AGED MAN WHO. 


HAS A VISION. 


Attorney Lewis H. Mitchell Probably 
Fatally Wounded by Robert Brem- 
ner, Who Makes Attack in Former’s 
Office—Five Shots Fired, Then a Des- 
perate Struggle—Assailant Thought 
to Have Been Jealous—Makes Plea 
of Self-Defense. 


Inspired by a dream, in which his dead 
brother warned him of impending danger, 
Robert Bremner, 60 years old, yesterday shot 
and probably fatally wounded Lewis H. 
Mitchell, an attorney, whais 60 years old. 

In the County Jail hospital last night Brem- 
ner talked calmly of the shooting as he 
nursed a wrist that was pierced by a bullet 
during the struggle. 

“ When I go into a fight I go in to stay,” 
declared the gray-bearded man, with a show 
of pride. “‘ He shot me first, then I made up 
my mind to fight until one of us died. I 
don't know how many shots I fired, nor how 
many he fired.’’ 

Bremner’s story of self-defense is not 
berne out by the facts in the case. Only one 
revolver was found, and Bremner admits 
that the weapon was his. | 


Warned in a Dream. 

Speaking of his dream, Bremner said: 

“I had a dream last night in which my 
dead brother came to me and said: ‘ Bob, 
you are about to be in great trouble. Take 
care of yourself.’ ‘It was worry. that caused 
the dream, I suppose, but I couldn’t shake 
it off. So this morning I took my revolver 
with me.” 

The shooting took place in Mitchell's of- 
fices, room 52 Bryan Block, 162-172 La Salle 
street... Jealousy is supposed to have been 
the motive. Five years ago Mrs. Bremner 
secured Mitchell's services as adviser in a 
real estate transaction, and since that time 
the husband has been suspicious. Some time 
ago the Bremners separated. 


Men in a Death Struggle. 

It is not known what words passed between 
Bremner and Mitchell previous to the shoot- 
ing. Persons in neighboring offices were 
startled by shots, and rushing into Mitchell's 
apartments found the two men struggling to- 
gether. 

Mitchell had been hit four times, the most 
dangerous wounds being near the heart and 
in the abdomen. He also was shot in the 
right chest and left hip. 

The wound in Bremner’s wrist is thought 
to have been inflicted during the struggle 
for possession of the gun, ‘ 

J. A. Ruth, a real estate dealer, was the 
first to reach the fighting men. He grappled 
with Brenner just as Mitchell, weak from 
the logs of blood, fell unconscious to the 
tloor. Bremner was turned over to the police 
and Mitchell was taken to the' Homeopathic 
Hospital, where it was said he could not 
survive. 

Bremner lives at 262 Halsted street, and is 
a veteran of the civil war. Mrs. Bremner 
lives with her two daughters and a son at 
221 Peorla street. 

Mitchell lives with his wife at 1655 Fulton 
street. He’ is the father of Dr. Robert 
Mitchell, 1655 Fulton street. 


POLICE SHOOT SALOONKEEPER. 


John Handzel Resists Arrest and Sus- 
tains Wound Which May End 
His Life. 


In a struggle with two policemen and a 
constable John Handzel, proprietor of a sa- 
loon at 206 West Chicago avenue, was shot 
and probably fatally wounded yesterday 
morning. Detective John Ryan, who fired 
the shot, says he acted in self-defense. His 
Statement is corroborated by Deteetive An- 
thony McSwiggen, Constable George J.

ORDER CALLING OUT 147,000 MEN

This situation is the result of the failure of 
the coal miners and operators to reach an 
agreement at the recent conference held in 
this city. The sessions ended today with

Mitchell Tells of Conference. 


President John Mitchell of the United Mine 
Workers of America gave out the following 
statement tonight regarding the secret con- 
ference: 

“The subcommittee of operators and 
miners selected by the industrial branch of 
the National Civic federation failed to reach 
an agreement upon any of the important 
issues embodied in the miners’ scale adopted 
by the Shamokin convention. 

‘The Executive committee of the three 
anthracite coal districts of the United Mine 
Workers of America, in whom is vested the 
authority to inaugurate a strike, have been 
notified to assemble at Scranton, Pa., at 10 
a. m. on Wednesday, May 7. This committee 
consists of twenty-eight members, appointed 
from the three districts, and should a ma- 
jority of them vote in favor of a strike the 


mediately to the call.”’ 


. Says Concessions Were Refused. 


“Mr. Mitchell was asked if he would say 
what had occurred at the recent conferences 
between the representatives of the miners 
and the coal operators, and particularly at 
the meetings of the subcommittee composed 
of himself, District Presidents Fahey, Nichol, 
and Duffy, and President Truesdale of the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western rail- 
‘road, Chafrman Thomas of the Erie Coal 
company, and President Baer of the Jersey 
Central railroad. He replied that there was 
little to tell except that the operators had 
refused to grant any concessions whatso- 
ever to the men. They would not agree that 
wages should be raised, that working hours 
should be reduced, or that coal should be 
weighed at the pit mouth. 


§trike Believed at Hand. 

It was suggested to Mr. Mitchell that it 
looked much as if a strike was imminent. 

‘‘ Well,” he replied, ‘it looks threaten- 
ing.”’ 

There are in the miners’ organization 
about 147,000 anthracite coal miners who 
will be affected if a strikeis declared. There 
are also about 300,000 soft coal miners, many 
of whom belong to the union and who could 
be induced to join the anthracite mineres 
should there be a strike. Whether that will 
be done and the bituminous as well as the an- 
thracite coal trade tied up Mr. Mitchell 
could not say. 

Mr. Mitchell will stay in the city until next 
Tuesday and-then go to Scranton. 


Federation Can Do No More. 

In speaking of the future attitude of the 
federation President Mitchell pointed out 
that the National Civic federation had ac- 
complished the object for which it was 
formed when it brought the employers and 
the men together. ‘‘ The only other func- 
tion of the federation,’ said Mr. Mitchell, 
‘“‘4g to arbitrate when asked to do so by both 
parties to a disagreement.”

He has met and shaken hands 
with representatives of every element that 
constitutes Cuban political and social life. 
His efforts to unite the white and negro pop- 
ulation in support of the government will, it 
is certain, be fruitful of good results. San- 
tiago has the greatest colored popilation of 
any province in the island, and the readiness 
of the negroes to support government by the 
whites, without promise of reward for their 
own race, is a favorable augury for a peace- 
ful administration by the President-elect, 
and also a great personal triumph for him. 


Speech by Spanish Consul. 


Around the table at the banquet given by 
the Spanish colony tonight were gathered 
several Americans and many former Cuban 
revolutionary chiefs. It was a picture of 
harmony. General Palma again asked for 
the support of the Spaniards, and the Span- 
ish Consul made a ringing speech in which 
he said he could safely promise for his coun- 
trymen that they would be good and useful 
citizens under the new republic. 

This culmination of the festivities here has 
created favorable comment cn the pdlicy of 
conciliation adopted by the President.

The 
King minutely inspected the arrangements, 
expressed satisfaction with them, and con- 
gratulated the Duke of Norfolk, the heredi- 
tary Earl Marshal and Chief Butler of Eng- 
land, on the way in which the work had been 


executed.

LOUBET TALKS 10 ENVOYS 


SAYS MISSION TO AMERICA IS AS 


IMPORTANT AS HIS TO RUSSIA. 


General Brugere Presents Members of 
Delegation Which Will Represent 
France at Rochambeau Unvelling— 
President in Farewell Address 
Compliments Roosevelt—Says En- 
ergy Is a Religion and Youth Loved 
in the United States. 


PARIS, May 3.—President Loubet this 
evening received the Rochambeau mission 
at a farewell audience previous to its de- 
parture for Toulon, whence it will sail to the 
United States. General Brugere, Command- 
er-in-Chief of the army and head of the mis- 
sion, presented the various members of the 
party to M. Loubet, who shook hands with 
each of them. 1 


Roosevelt Voices Sympathy. 
Addressing the mission the President said: 
“The ‘bonds which have so long united the 

governments of the two tepublics, as well as 
the peoples of the United States and France, 


‘render the mission whidh you are about to 


accomplish particularly important. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has been good enough to be- 
come, at every opportunity, the mouthpiece 
of the sympathy uniting the two nations, and 
I am extremely pleased to let him know, 
through you, how. much I share these senti- 
ments. 


Will Be Watched with Interest. 


‘*The French government is sending, at the : 


present moment, missions to England and 
Spain, and I, myself, am going to Russia. 
Your mission yields nothing to them in im- 
portance and in the interest with which we 
shall follow it. You will respond fully tothe 
sentiments which impelled me to send this 
mission, representing worthily, as you will, 
the army, the navy, and the universities of 
our dear country. 


Energy a Religion in America. 

- "You are young and energetie men, invested 
with high state functions, and you are going 
to a country whereenergy is a religion and 
where youth is loved. I wish you the good 
welcome which that enthusiastic and mighty 
people beyond the ocean have ever reserved 
for those who have gone there to represent 
France.”’ 


Loubet’s Letter to Roosevelt. 


Washington, D. C., May 3.—Ambassador 
Cambon presented to President Roosevelt to- 
day a personal letter from President Loubet 
of France. It is a reply to a letter written 
by President Roosevelt to the President of 
the French republic inviting France to take 
part in the Rochambeau statue exercises. 

The text of the letter follows: 

“To His Excellency, Theodore Roosevelt, 
President of the United States of Amer- 
ica—Dear and Great Friend: Your Ex- 
cellency has been pleased to inform 
me that, in virtue of a joint resolution 
of Congress, you have been charged to in- 
vite the French government and people to 
join the government and people of the United 
States fn inaugurating on May 24 next the 
monument erected to the memory of Marshal 
‘de Rochambeau. 

*“*I gladly accept this invitation in the 
name of the government of the republic and 
in that of the entire French people. In fra- 
ternally taking part in this solemnity, the 
American nation once more gives evidence of 
its remembrance of those French citizens 
who shared its dangers and glory in its strug- 
gle for independence; it has, furthermore, 
desired to confirm the friendship and draw 
still closer the bonds which, since that most 
memorable period, have united our two 
countries. France will hail this manifesta- 
tion with deep emotion. 

** In tendering you, in her name, her sincer- 
est thanks,1 beg you to accept,dear and great 
friend, the fervent wishes which I entertain 
for your Excellency’s own happiness and for 
the. prosperity of the 
America.

NEW BRITISH TAXES ANNOUNCED 


Budget Bill as Issued iniIts Final Shape 
Shows Full Extent of the 
New Law. 


LONDON, May 3.—The finance Dill 
(budget), as issued today in its_final shape, 
provides for a duty of three pefice per hun- 
dredweight, from April 15, on wheat, barley, 
oats, rye, maize, buckwheat, peas, beans, 
locust beans, lentils, uncleaned rice, and 
Offals thereof; and for a duty of five pence on 
flour, meal, starch, arrowroot, tapioca, po- 
tato, four, sago, malt, pearled barley, and 
cleaned rice. 

Drawbacks equal to the duty are allowed 
from May 7 on the reéxport of any of the 
above articles which have undergone the 
process of manufaeture or preparation in 
the United Kingdom. 

Drawbacks are also allowed on goods pre- 
pared in the United Kingdom in which im- 
ported grains are used, to the amount of the 
duty paid on such foreign grains. 

Articles deposited in bonded warehouses 
for use as ship’s stores are also entitled to 
drawbacks.

PEACE. BELIEVED AHEAD. 


Women at Los Angeles ‘Hold 
Many Sessions and Hear 
Speakers of National Fame 


CHICAGO IS REPRESENTED.

Los Angeles, Cal., May 3.—[Special.]—The 
women’s clubs of the South this afternoon 
met in caucus and agreed upon a compromise 
on the color question, which they will present 
to the general federation. They object to be- 
ing called the *‘ South’ and say the action 
Was by the delegatiens of Tennessee, Ken- 
tucky, Georgia, Mississippi, Texas, Louis-: 
jana, and Alabama, which is a distinction 
Without a difference. 

The compromise agreed upon is kept secret. 
It is said to be more liberal than any yet 
presented. 

The serious aspect of the case is that seven 


States were represented, and if Massachu- 


Setts insists upon its plan these States will 
withdraw from the general federation in a 
body and establish a new federation. 

The proposed compromise “‘ To apply only 
Such tests for applicants for membership 
of the Genera! Federation as are applied by 
the State federdtions’’ was presented for 
consideration. Kentucky voted for it and 
the rest opposed it solidly. They favor 
club rights, and will insist on them. 


New England Tires of Fight. 


However, it is not likely the color question 
will be pushed. Most of the New England 
delegates now are heartily sick of the subject 
and the consensus of opinion is that either 
one of the two compromise plans will be 
adopted or the entire matter will be ignored 
and carried over to the next biennia! in the 
hope that the excitement in the federation 
over the question will diedown. 

There is certain to be some bitterness, no 
matter what plan is adopted. There are 
dozens of women in the convention who have 
crossed the continent to fight for the policy 
of admitting colored women, and, although 
they will be voted down in all probability, 
they will not give up without a fight. 


Mrs. Denison to Be President. 


Mrs. Dimies T. S. Denison of New York 
is now certain to be the next President. She 
hesitated for a long time before consenting 
to become a candidate, and when she an- 
nounced her willingness to accept the place 
Mrs. Robert J. Burdette withdrew. 

Mrs. John Sherman of Chicago is prom- 
inently mentioned for Recording Secretary. 

Special department sesssions occupied the 
time. today, and Chicago women were prom- 
inent in the proceedings. Miss Jane Addams, 
Mrs. Herman J. Hall, Mrs. Elia W. Peattie, 
and Mrs. Julia Kirk Wiikes are among the 
more prominent figures of the day. . 

The educationa! session in the morning was 
of interest. Professor Benjamin Ide Wheel- 
er spoke, saying: ‘ Educated women of 
America are the hope of the century.”’ 


Miss Addams on Slum Work, 

The chief event of the day was the indus- 
trial problems session, at which Miss Jane 
Addams was the principal speaker. Miss 
Addams did not flatter women’s clubs or club 
women. She said they sometimes made her 
feel cynical, but she gave them credit for 
doing great good. Miss Addams spoke on 
“Social Waste of Child Labor.’ She ex- 
plained how social conditions of the slums 
beget thieves. She blamed child labor for 
the tramps that infest the nation. Miss Ad- 
dams’ speech was not flowery. It was plain 
and unvarnished, but almost every sentence 
was followed by cheers. | 

There were sesions in the auditorium and 
in the synagogue in the afternoon. The 
symposium on clubhouses occupied the early 
part of ow auditorium session, and those 
chu ‘Hich have built new homes since the 
last biennial told how they did it and their 
financiering schemes. The synagogue ses- 
slon was presided over by Mrs. Elia W. Peat- 
tle and was devoted to “ the press.” 


Mrs. Peattie Wields Gavel. 

Mrs. Peattie used her gavelas a blue pencil, 
but even then she could not keep all the 
journalists withinspace. Some of them knew 
ail about the newspaper business, except 
writing, reading copy, setting type, running 
the business office, circulation department, 
and a few trifles like that. Their papers 
were exceedingly interesting, however. Mary 
Holland Kinkaid gave some humorous as- 
pects of newspaper life, but she never had

“Tribune” Garden Contest Praised. 

Mrs. Herman J. Hall, who is President of 
the Women’s Auxiliary, American Park and 
Outdoor Art association. and was one of the 
judges in THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE garden con- 
test of last year, referred to Tue TRIBUNE’s 
work for the beautifying of the city and told 
of its benefit to all the people. Mrs. Hall 
said: 

“A potent influence in encouraging gar- 
dening in a community is the establishment 
of a series of prizes, as was done In Chicago 
last season. 

“Plant only native hardy growths. Do 
not let your heads be turned by the tropical 
loveliness of California and attempt exotics 
in out of door work in the Eastern and mid- 
die States, where they would be as much out

of the Red Sea. Away with every dead tree 
and plant in your yards.

* meetings of residents of a selected block. 


Secure from them some contributions of 
money, also pledges to assist in caring for 
the trees, shrubs, and flowers your commit- 
teé shall agree to plant. Turn a barren, ugly 
street into an avenue and see how the peo- 
ple themselves will rise up, mentally and 
morally to meet the added attractiveness of 
their dwelling spot.’’ 


For Bureau of Reciprocity.

FINAL REPORT ON BRIBERY 


By Narrow Margin Officials of Union 
Traction Company Escape Vote of 
Criticiam—Four New Men Indicted 
and Two Previously Accused Subject 
of Additional Charges—Inquisition 
Turns Over to Successors the Task 
of Finding Source of Fund. 


With the return of six more indictments 
charging jury bribing, meking a total of thir- 
teen, and refraining only by the alightest 
margin from censuring the officials of the 
Union Traction company for the existence 
of a jury-tamperifig machine,’’ the April 
grand jury yesterday closed its inquiry on 
the first two Austin transfer suits. 

The big men of the Traction company es- 
caped a censure so severe that, in the words 
of the foreman of the grand jury, it *‘ would 
have been an indictment by implication,” 
only after a hard fight. Had there been suf- 
ficient direct evidence to warrant the hope 
of conviction, members of the jury admitted 
last night that the list of indicted men would 
have been swelled by the names of one or 
two men prominent in Chicago’s street rail- 
way world. 


Desire to Catch the ‘‘Real Men.” 

It was because of this avowed desire to 
catch the “real men” behind Bill” Gal- 
lagher’s plans thet the grand jurors de- 
liberated for several hours after the six in- 
diotments. had beem.voted. There was @ 
demand that General Counsel W. W. Gurley 
of the company be summoned to answer 
questions. 

“We wanted him to tell us,’ said one 
member of the body last night, ‘‘ what he 
knew of the manner in which Public Ad- 
ministrator P. H. O’ Donnell and his law part- 
ner, James T. Brady, had handled these two 
transfer suite; how it came about thet 
Bill”’ GaNagher, ex-convict and alléged 
jury-fixer, was allowed to lay his jury-tam- 
pering schemes in their offices; how it was 
that Trial Lawyer Simon of the company 
got the money to buy up constables, and, ae 
we have learned, to purchase justice court 
jurors at $5 a head.’’ 

This plan was voted down only after long 
discussion. Then came the demands that 
the “‘ real men ”’ should not be allowed to es- 
cape and only a few of the smaller fish 
caught in the net. State’s Attorney Ieneen 
and Assistant State’s Attorneys A. C. Barnes 
and H. O. Sprogle were called and ques- 
tioned as to whether any evidence was in 
hand which might bring convictions of of- 
ficials of the company. They stated frankly 
that sufficient direct evidence was not at 
hand. This proposed course then was re- 
luctantly abandoned by a forma! vote.

CAR MEN'S UNION ASSURED 


GENERAL ORGANIZER COMING TO 
COMPLETE THE WORK. 


Four Assistants Will Be Appointed To- 
day to Conduct the Campaign in 
Different Sections of the City—Cen- 
tral Headquarters Will Be Chosen 
Tomorrow—Returns from Friday's 
Meeting Show That 1,665 Employes 
Have Joined—Glovemakers Strike.

DR. HALE SEES HOPE IN SOUTH. 


Noted Author Declares Most Significant 
Movement Agitation for Universal 
Education in Southern States. 


“The most significant forward movement 
in the United States today is the coming of 
universal education in the South,’’ declared 
Dr. Edward Everett Hale, the venerable au- 
thor and lecturer, who arrived in Chicago 
yesterday to fill the ‘position of university 
preacher for the next few weeks at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. 

Dr. Hale arrived in Chicago during the 
morning and went to the Quadrangle club to 
prepare for his period of voluntary service 
as preacher and adviser for the university 
students. He will ho'd regular office hours 
during his stay and meet the students per- 
sonally to give advice and counse! after his 
talks. At the Quadrangle club he spoke tn 
an interview on topics that are being genera!- 
ly considered throughout the country. 

“The agitation over the beef trust svill. I 
think, adjust itself,’ said Dr. Hale. ‘‘ If the 
beef trust be successfully managed it will 
remain, If the trust works a great evi! it 
will not succeed.’

I know 
a New Eng!and man of considerable national 
renown, of whom a butcher would not buy 
a beef recently because Chicago packers did 
not wish him to buy from parties whom they 
did not approve.”’ :

FIGHT ON PEANUT DEBTS. 


SLOT MACHINE MAKER RESISTS 
BANKRUPTCY ORDER. 


Paul E. Berger, Whose Liberality in 
' Public Affairs Is Believed to Have 
Involved Him Financially, Objects 
to Having Court Take Charge of His 
Business — Many Creditors Willing 
te Give Him Another Chance—Judge 
Kohlsaat Hears the Case Tomorrow 


While Herbert S. Mills is awaiting a peni- 
tentiary sentence for the manufacture of im- 
proper pictures for slot machines, Paul E. 
Berger, who was his partner in the opening 
of the slot machine business, and who owns 
the patents on all the peanut vending ap- 
pliances, is fighting in the courts to save him- 
self from bankruptcy. 

Berger is the leading citizen of Chicago 
Ridge, where his factory, employing 250 
men, is situated, and tWo years ago gave 
that town its largest church. The heavy ex- 


pense he incurred in helping the town is said | 


to be one of the causes of his failure. 

In the Sherman House last night Berger's 
creditors met and talked the matter over. 
Tomorrow they will go before Judge Kohl- 
saat, and Berger’s attorney will ask.for a 
jury trial. Most of the creditors are willing 
to give Berger another chance to see if his 
liberality cannot be abridged and his work 
aided by more care. 

Berger and Mills began business together 
and cleared between them over $400,000 in 
the several years of their partnership. Then 
they séparated. Mills turned his attention to 
fancy,picture outfits and peanut and candy 
mac es. Berger gave more attention to 
the latter. Mills did the best business, and 
until he went amuck of the law made heavy 
profits. Berger employed over 300 men at 
one time and could not fiil his orders. His 
profits, however, he says, he spent on other 
investments that did'not pay him. 

While reaping the pennies from the peanut 
machines he found time to put up a church, 
aid the library, and build a schoolhouse. His 
wife became fl! and he took her South, leav- 
ing his business in the hands of his employés. 
This frightened one of his largest creditors, 
the Wabash Cabinet company of Wabash, 
In@., and its lawyers forced him into involun- 
tary bankruptcy. 

At the meeting last night the attorney for 
the Cabinet company informed te other 
creditors that 30 cents on the dollar was of- 
fered in settlement of their claims. This 
they refused to accept, and ina bitter debate 
which followed the Wabash Cabinet com- 
pany and its attorney were condemned for 
forcing Berger into bankruptcy. The matter 
will be decided by a jury in Judge Kohlsaat’s 
court. 

“~The trouble with me is I am too easy,” 
said Berger. have trusted without 
knowing who I trusted. My, first attorneys 
were the attorneys of my creditors, and 
there I lost. The business paid me between 
$700 and $800 a week, and it can be made to 
pay much more than that.’’

HAR? STOPS ‘KID' CARTER 


LOUISVILLE BOXER GIVEN FIGHT 
IN THE NINTH ROUND. 


Right to Jaw Sends Easterner to 
‘Queer Street” and Referee Tim 
Hurst Interferes — Brooklyn Man 
Helpless, Although Up from Canvas 
at Connt of Eight, Only to Sink to 
Matting Again—Marvin Given Hard- 
est Battle in His Pagilistic Career. 


[BY GEORGE SILER.) 

Louisville, Ky.,; May 3.—[{Special. ]—After 
eight rounds of flerce and bloody slugging, 
*““Kid’’ Carter of Brooklyn went down to 
defeat at the hands of Marvin Hart in the 
first minute of the ninth round. 

The blow that won Hart the hardest fight 
he ever took part in was a right to the 
jaw, which sent Carter to the canvas dead 
to all intents and purposes. He was game, 
however, and, after strenuous effort, man- 
aged to partly arise just as Referee Hurst 
tolled off ‘‘ Eight.”” He did not get to a 
standing position, but fell to the ring against 


Gone for, stopped the fight and awarded 
Hart the battle. 

The fight took pace at the Auditorium, 
under the auspices of the Southern Athletic 
club, and was a catchweight affair, with 
twenty rounds asthe limit. Both men were 
in the pink of condition, and had to be to 
withstand the pounding they received with- 
out caving in earlier in the fray. The bet- 
ting favored Carter at odds of 10 to 9, with 
quite a few takers. 


Hart Shows Improved Form. 


Hart showed better form than ever in his 
short pugilistic career. His left, always con- 
sidered useless for fighting purposes, was 
his triumphant member during the early 
stages of the bout, and he seemed to expe- 
rience no difficulty in landing it. He as- 
sumed his customary crouching position, 
head down, left shoulder up, and hands al- 
most fully extended. It was far from a 
pretty attitude, but it suited the occasion 
nicely. It kept Carter at arm’s length, and 
made it almost impossible for the ‘* Kid ”’ to 
reach his face with his left. It also gave 
Hart a shorter distance to travel when he 
tried with his left, which he did early and 
often and invariably landing. These blows 
did not appear to have any steam behind 
them, but, judging from the sudden tilting 
of Carter’s head whenever they landed, they 
must have been something more than taps. 


Marvin Leads at the Start. 


Marvin took a commanding lead right at 
the outset, principally with his unerring lefts. 
The ‘‘ Kid’ accepted them with good grace, 
and tried to even up matters with hard right 
drives to Hart’s body. He located that part 
of Marvin's anatomy nicely, and sent}him 
sockdolagers hard enough to bring any man 
to his knees. They didn’t stop Hart's speed 
nor his accurate left, which he shot out hard 
and often. The local man did considerable 
Stalling with his propping left mitt, leading 
Carter to believe it was his best hand. He 
learned of his mistake, however, before the 
contest was two minutes old, as Hart unex- 
pectedly shot out his right, grazing the 
‘* Kid's’ chin. Had the blow landed thereis 
no doubt the contest would have ended right 
there and then. 

The miss gave Carter a new lease of life, 
and also gave the spectators the greatest 
treat in the way of a fight they ever beheld. 
Fast and hard as was theslugging in the first 
five rounds, they were nothing to what oc- 
curred in the sixth, which, without stretch- 
ing it one fota, was the hardest, fiercest, and 
roughest that ever took place in any man’s 
town 


Fast Work in the Sixth. 


The boys began that fearful, and I might 
say, frightful sixth three-minute sese¢ion, ike 
wild men. One moment it seemed ail up with 
Carter. Hart’s raps on head, face, neck, and 
body sent him groggy and staggering against 
the ropes, and just when every one expected 
to see Marvin land the deciding punch he 
would drive one in on Hart hard enough to 
topple him over. It looked all Carter then, 
bat Marvin would recover and bang the 
‘* Kid,”’ sending him tottering. And so it con- 
tinued throughout the session. Carter was 
bleeding and took smash after smash in the 
face, any one of which looked like a settler. 
But back he would come with his favorite 
body wallops, causing Hart to double up as 
if in distress. There waS never a let-up, 
Each went in to finish the other, and a half 
dozen or more times it appeared as if a good 
push would send them to the canvas, there 
to remain until counted our. 

The scene during this round was indescrib- 
able. Every man in the house was shouting 
and continued shouting a full minute after 
the men staggered to their respective cor- 
ners. More hard fighting was crowded into 
it than the first five, and they were by no 
means slow. 

The fighting previous to this industriotiz 
round was about even, Hart having the bet- 
ter of the first two sessions and Carter a 
shade in the thisd and fourth. Both men 
during these rounds were staggering and 
gTroggy with the result hanging in the bal- 
ance. In all these early sessione Hart was 
playing for a knockout, while the Kid's 
plan was to cause Marvin to cave in, by body 
punches, and the fiercenes@ of the contest 
was telling on both They swung wide re- 
peatedly, held a bit while in clinches, tot- 
tered against the ropes, and otherwise 
showed dire distress. The end of the fifth 
round found them both all but done for, as 
much from the fast pace they had gone 
through as from the hammering they had 
each received. Their epeed, it seemed, had 
left them and when they came together in 
that awful hair-raising, smashing sixth 
round they surprised the crowd. 

Bounding from their corners, they met in 


j the center of the ring with a crash. both ‘ 


the ropes, and the referee, seeing he was” 


landing rights to the body. Then came a 
left hook for the face by the Kid and left 
counters by both, after which there was no 


tabbing the blows. Straight lefts, hooks, 


and swings with both hands at head and 
body followed so rapidly that the crowd to 
& man arose and yelled. 


Pace Begins to Tell. 

The pace told on them, however, as they 
slowed up a bit in the seventh. Still, it was 
faster than the average fight. Hart played 
"possum in this round by walking into Car- 
ter, his face covered, and accepting whatever 
the Kid sent in his Wirection. He did this 
several times, the crowd thinking he was 
all in, when suddenly and unexpectedly he 
would shoot out his right with terrific force, 
eatching Carter on the face or neck. He 
missed several vicious punches, any one of 
which meant the money. These sudden 
awakenings would surprise Carter, and be- 


fore he knew “‘ where he was at” Marvin: 


would be on top of him, pegging awa 
both hands. 


The fight seesawed back and forth in the 


seventh and eighth rounds, with Hart 


good as Carter, and vice versa. The one good 
smash in the eighth came from the Hart 
battery. It was a straight right-handed 
flush on the Kid’s nose, splitting that useful 
member from the point to the forehead. It 
almost won the fight for Marvin, but. the 
Kid backed away, then fellintoa clinch, and 
recovered before Hart could put on the fin- 
ishing touch. 

The iast and ninth round was short and 
sweet. Hart dropped in a couple of right- 
handers, the second one sending the Kid to 
the canvas. He was up, staggering, at the 
count of three, only to receive another hard 
right on the jaw, which lost him aa fight. 

When Referee Hurst declared Marvin the 
enn the crowd broke out tn a wild cheer 
for the winner, and thus ended the best fight 
ever witnessed. Hart showed improvement 
and took an awful amount of body punish- 
ment. Carter was literally cut into ribbons.

TALK OFTHE 


CARSON CITY HAS THE FIGHTING 
FEVER ONCE MORE, 


Conditions Which Made Possible the 
Fitzsimmons-Corbett Contest Now 
Changed, So Failure Seems to Awnit 
Any Pretentious Venture — Local 
Clubs Find Admirers of Boxing Will 
Not Attend Even High-Class Attrac- 
tions—Sullivan’s Tactics Unpopular, 


[BY GEORGE SILER.]. 

After laying low in the high grass of 
pugilistic obscurity over five years, Carson 
City citizens, headéd by Mr. Livingston of 
Corbett-Fitzsimmons fame, came out in the 
open a few days ago. and declared they 
wanted to pull off another prize fight. 

Five years ago last St. Patrick's day, and 
for months previous, Carson City occupied 
more spacé on the pugilistic map than all 
the other States in the union combined. The 
eyes of the sporting world were turned to- 
ward: that isolated city of the sagebrush 
State eager to devour every little morsel of 
fight gossip that was sent out of the basin 
of the Sierra Nevada Mountains Anent the 
doings of James J. Corbett and Robert Fitz- 
simmons. 

On March 17 five years ago, the English- 
speaking people all over the world were at 
feverheat awaiting the news of the outcome 
of the heavyweight championship fight. 
The fight, ite result, and the city, Carson, 
where the great battle took place, were 
talked of for months after. Never since the 
day of the John C. Heenan-Tom Sayers in- 
ternational] fight in England forty-two years 
ago was there such an ado about a pugilistic 
éncounter as that Carson City affair. on 
March 17, 1807, which is now a dead issue, 
éxcept with the contestants, Corbett and 
Fitzsimmons, and those directly interested. 
Among the latter was Mr. Livingston, who 
assisted Dan A. Btuart in passing the bilJ 
permitting prize fighting in the State of Ne- 
vada, 


Five years ago Nevada was the only State 
in the union. where the champion heavies 
could test their respective fighting qualities. 
Previous to that time New Orleans and San 
Francisco greeted them with open arms. 
Then came the change. Corbett and Mitch- 
ell, beset with all the difficulties imaginable, 
managed to pull off their battle at Jackson- 
vile, Fla., on Jan. 24, 1894. Aftef that the 
top-notch heavies were driven from pillar to 
post. Fitz and Corbett were the first pair 
that were sent scurrying around the coun- 
try, and were compelled to cajl off their first 
match. Fitz and Peter Maher were the next" 
couple that were buffeted about, and were 
forced to settle their glove dispute in Mexico, 
Feb, 21, 1896. Then came the Nevada open- 
ing, especially made for Fitz and Corbett, 
then the birth and death of the Horton law 
in New York, followed by the edict against 
heavyweight championship contests in every 
State in the union, excepting California and, 
of course, Nevada, a fact Jeffries and Ruhlin 
were convinced of when they attempted to 
fight in Cincinnati last February a year ago, 
and which Fitzsimmons learned when he 
leaned toward Charleston in his late contro- 
versy with Champion Jeffries. 

Now, Nevada, still backed up with its law, 
and after being pugilistically idle over five 
years, bobs up again and wants to pull off a 
fight, and a mediocre one at that between 
George Gardner and Joe Walcott, or Gard- 
ner and some other man in his class. 

No ope objects, Miss Nevada and Living- 
ston, but, remember, if you bring off the 
contest your State will have to furnish the 
attendance, as nary a fight fan outside of 
your own bailiwick will accept free trans- 
portation and a ‘“‘ deadhead ”’ ticket for the 
pleasure of gaping at any two fighters, ex- 
cepting a pair of heavies battling for the 
world’s champtonship. Nevada, you held the 
trump hand five short years ago, but there 
have been a number of new deals since then 
and your hand fs dead. “So back to the 
mines.” 

While rummaging through the piugilistic 
débris of the far West the proposed contest 
between Jeffries and Fitzsimmons looms up 
stronger than ever. Fitz has bowed his ac- 
knowledgement to California, the clubs 
have again opened their bidding bee, and 
everything pertaining to the battle is moving 
as if in oiled grooves. Bob, after being con- 
vinced that Charleston could not pull off the 
fight and that Jeff would not consider 
any foreign proposition, showed the public 
he was not a backslider by agreeing to meet 
the champton any place in California Jeff 
may elect, provided, of course, the money is 
In sight. 

As a convincing evidence that he is sin- 
cere. Bob has Hied himself toward the coast 
to assist Jeff in engineering the affair and to 
prepare himself for the contest—the contest 
of his life. Bob has been hard at work at 
his home ever since the match was arranged, 
and is in’ pretty fair condition at present. 
He wishes, however, to become acclimated, 
and will have, judging from outlook, fully 
two and possibly three monthstodoso. Jef- 
fries, reports say, has not engaged in much 
strenuous work, and will no doubt require 
two months to get in good condition. The 
battle seems a surety and that in itself is 
a relief. 

The impromptu sparring tilt between Fitz- 
simmons and Corbett at Woods’ gymnasium 
in New York several days ago was highly 
colored in the press dispatches, says an éye- 
witness. ‘“ Fitz,’’ saye my informant, 
‘“‘dropped into the ‘gym.’ and found Jim 
playing handball. After passing the courte- 
sies of the day, @ proposition for a friendly 
) bout was suggested by Corbett and immedi- 
ately accepted by Bob. 

“They donned the mitts and boxed three 
short rounds, with Fitz the aggressor. Jim 
tapped Bob several times in the first round, 
was completely fagwed out before the end of 
the second, and just managed to hop-skip- 
and-dGance away in the third, at the end of 
which he had bellows to mend. Fitz, how- 
ever, was as fresh as when he began, and 
tired out two husky youngsters in three 
rounds each before he shed his gloves.’’ 

Local interest in boxing appears to be on 

the wane. The several shows held recently, 


and all good ones, barely paid expenses, and

Fight promot- 
érs have given then the best that could be 
secured in the market, They Haye presented 
nearly all the little fellows’and the light- 
weights of.note, among ihe latter Frank 
Erne, George McFadden, and Martin Duffy.

champion; Tom Couvhig, Eddie Cénnolly, and 


others: They have been shy in presenting 


high-class middleweights, for the reason 
there is a scarcity of. good ones in that di- 
vision, but they more than evened up for 
that class by engaging some of the best light 
heavies and several good heavyweights, 
notably Frank Childs and “ Denver Ed” 
Martin, the best colored heavyweights before 
the pub.ic.

Tom 
Sharkey, his manager, then closed the lid on 
him, but let him out long enough to promise 
several matches with several Chicago clubs, 
then boxed him up again. He let him out 
long enough te engage Austin Rice in a con- 
test, then put him under cover to prevent 
him meeting “ Young Corbett,"’ only to pro- 
duce him again to agree to permit him to 
fight the champion, The date of the contest 
is still threa weeks away; and it is difficult to 
state what Sharkey, if he does not go to 
London in the meantime, will do with him. 

Dave is a game, gritty little Irishman, and 
~~ his fistic career has met the best boys 
h his class, but his in-and-out handling by 
the ex-sailor is not approved of. Tom is un- 
doubtedly Sullivan's most ardent admirer, 
but his admiration is liable to bring Dave 
into disfavor. 

Corbett has had a rough monetary siege 
of it since he became champion and is de- 
sirous of going down the line with the boys 
in his class before he tackles MeGovern 
again. His first opponent, it appears at 
present, will be Dave Sullivan, and is slated 
for Denver on May 23. After that bout it is 
presumed Corbett will be seen in several 
contests in Chicago against the best we have 
in our midst.

Later he shot 
it through Bill's guard, and down went Bill 
again. His last right hand stroke caught 
Bill on the jugular, and the jig was up. 

Stift was outclassed, still he stood by his 
guns manfully and was ever ready to fight 
at close quarters, but this Jack carefully and 
scientifically avoided. The populace would

of Eddie Connolly against tough Charley 
Burns.

AMERICANS WINNERS AT POLO.

GOSSIP OF THE DIAMOND. 


BATTLE OF THE LEAGUES IN THE 
COURTS STIRS INTEREST. 


Comiskey Alone of the American Mag- 

‘nates Not Worried by the Struggle— 

' He Has No Trouble with His Own 

- Team, as He Has Always ignored 

Contract Jumpers—Says He Is Sat- 

isfied with the Work of the Cham- 
pions Up to Date, 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

St. Louis, Mo., May 8.—[Special.)—With 
baseball being played in the courts and on 
the diamond simultaneously, the average 
fan is much like the man who tries to watch 
a three-ring circus and eat peanuts all at 
once. He stands a good chance of miesing 
‘something. So far the results of the play 
on the diamiond have been more to the taste 
of Chicagoans than the court proceedings, in 
which neither Chicago club is particularly 
interested, 

President Comiskey is now reaping the 
reward -of his aversion to contract jumpers 
in the freedom from worry he enjoys, while 
nearly all the others are guessing what move 
the National leaguers will make next to re- 
cover lost players.. “ There are no contract 
jumpets on my team,” says the old Roman, 
‘and I am mighty giad of it. They are not 
of much use to a team, anyway, because 
they can never be depended upon unless you 
have a halter around their necks. The only 
man on the team likely to meet any inter- 
ference is Eddie McFarland, and it will take 
Rogers a long time to get an injunction 
ordered against him by an Illinois court. 
No, he is not being kept out of the game 
through fear of any court proceedings. Grif- 
Ath tells me he {fs letting him get into first- 
class condition before putting him in and 
taking chances with his arm. Sullivan is 


in splendid shape, and he will get as good 


a rest as McIariand when Eddie is right. 
The team is working well together as it Is, 
and I shall be satisfied ag soon as one or two 
of them get steadied down on the bases. 
Wait till they get to hitting. They will make 
some of these swell! pitchers tired.” 

Comiskey's corfidence in his champions fs 
shared by most of the fans, who are con- 
tent with the showing of the men to date 
and believe the team will keep in the race 
to the finish, barring unforeseen accidents, 
which are as much a part of the game as 
base hits. 

Strang is fitting into the fast infield finely, 
and will gain speed and confidence every 
day he plays beside such veterans as Davis 
and Daly. Those two are as steady as a 
sun-regulated clock, day in anddlay out, and 
never think slowly when an instant’s inde- 
cision would be fatal. Isbell is improving 


at first, but before he becomes a great first 


baseman he needs to learn the art of mak- 
ing it hard for baserunners to get back to 
first on a close play. ‘ 

Not one of the seven regular players has 
struck the batting gait of which he is capa- 
ble, and most of the games the champions 
have won have been due to clever work on 
bases, while several of the defegts have been 
due to recklessnédss. 


The pitching staff was considered a doubt- 
ful quantity by many on account of the 
previous records of some of the men. Griffith 
and Callahan are both in better condition 
than was expected of them near the begin- 
ning of the season. Garvin and Platt have 
both demonstrated that they can go the nine- 
inning distance without faliing down. Piatt 
in particular has braced up in his ticiding as 
well and now gets busy on everything hit on 
the ground in his direction. Katoil can al- 
ways be depended on to do his best and only 
Patterson is backward in rounding to form. 
He has not oe shaken off the effects of his 
‘lomg hibernation up in Wisconsin, 

The injunction which rob Connie Mack 
of three of his stars, temporarily at least, 
has handicapped one of the aggregations 
which was expected to dispute the pennant 
strenuously with all aspirants. This may 
not be a permanent handicap, however. The 
American leaguers themselves are confident 
the injunctions can be raised pending a new 
hearing before the Supreme Court of Penn- 
syivania and that wili “ help a few,’ even 
if the courts remain obstinately in favor of 
returning ball players to the slavery from 
which the baseball war relieved them. There 
is hardly a lawyer who is at all conversant 
with baseball and its government Who can 
understand or explain the reasons by which 
the Pennsylvania courts have sustained the 
old National league contract. It appears to 
be the impression that the American league's 
case was poorly presented, or else the young 
league Was overconfident in not presenting 
its full case atfirst. While a Judge or a halr- 
dozen of them might find equity in a contract 
which binds a player for three years and a 
magnate for only ten days (if he wishes to 
abrogate it) there does not seem to be any 
justice so blind as to find any equity in a 
contract which Was perpetual on one side and 
could be terminated at less than two weeks’ 
notice on the other, That was what the con- 
tract under which Lajoie, Bernhard, and 
Fraser are enjoined was in fact—perpetual. 
lt purported to be for only three years, but 
the player was compelled to sign a new one 
each year. If he did not he could not go to 
any other club in a major or minor league. 
‘Lhe reserve rule and the Nation&@l agreement 
prevented his playing for any one else than his 
* owner.’’ Both the reserveandthe national 
agreement have passed out of existence, but 
they were not annulled until nearly two years 
after Lajoie signed the contract by which 
the courts hold he is bound to Colonel Rogers. 

It is possible for the American league to 
stave off the loss of any more than these 
three stars by fighting suits that may be 
brought against other players. in this way 
a permanent decision can be delayed until the 
end of the playing season. The loss of Sheck- 
ard, who jumped back to Brooklyn, is @ 
benefit rather than an injury to the American 
league. He is not a desirable piayer for any 
club. He is a great player—one of the stars— 
but too untrustworthy. His returnto Brook- 
lyn Was not caused so much by fear of court 
proceedings as by the attitude of the Baiti- 
more fans and papers toward him. He was 
constantly being reminded of his contract 
jumping and could not “ stand the gafr.”” It 
would work a great revival among the tribe 
of grasshoppers, of which Sheckard is chief, 
if the public and press of every city would 
follow Baltimore's lead and make it equaily 
warm for every player who ignores not oniy 
promises but signed contracts. 

Meanwhile this fighting in the courts is 
costing somebody a small barrel of coin. 
Lawyers are higner priced players than the 
best of the diamond stars and some one must 
foot the bill. The National league hopes the 
American will ** go broke "’ on lawyers’ fees. 


Yhat is more thana possibility at the present 


gait, but the old league employs lawyers, too, 
and the National has a shorter bank roll than 
the American. Ned Hanlon recently boasted 
of the old league's resources, but he forgot 
that debt of $50,000 which remains from cut- 
ting the old league from twelve to eight clubs. 
The Wagners have threatened to sue the 
league for their share more than once. 

But at least there is something to com- 
onnow. The National league was so 
thoroughly licked before the Lajoie decision 
that it had everything to lose by compromis- 
ing with the American. Now it isin position 
to gain something by a cessation of the war. 
It must come eventually. Sy.

Champaign, Ill., May 3.—[{Special.}—Chi- 
cago 65, Illinois 61, tells the story of the dual 
track meet here today. . 

The meet was the most exciting ever Wit- 
hessed_ on Illinois Field.

towns of Champaign and Urbana before the 
meet. 

At 2:15 the Chicago track team. headed by 
Captain Moloney. started for the athletic 
fie'd. Shortly after, this athletes ap- 
poe and were greeted with a lusty “ Hol- 

-ba-loo,”’ 


Moloney Wins the Hurdles. 

The trial heats of the 120-yard high hurdles 
were started promptly at 2:30, Moloney of 
Chicago winning the first heat and Rateliff 
of Illinois the second. The final heat was 
won easily by Moloney. The 1(0-yard- dash 
was won by Blair of Chicago after a hard 
struggle, making it in the record time of 10 
seconds. The miie race was wom by Henry 
of Illinols, Toops started outjand set the 
pace for three laps. Henry then set his 
own pace the remaining laps and made the 
mile in 4:38 8-5, breaking the track record 
by one second. 

The 440-yard run Was won by Cayou of 
Illinois. beating Pettit by a slight margin. 
The .220-yard dash and the 220-yard low 
hurdle were both won by Chicago. 

In the 220-yard low hurdle Freeze of Iili- 
nois gave Moloney a hard race. The &8&0- 
yard fun was a walkover for Iilinois. Lon-. 
negan set the pace for two ‘aps and then Her- 
rick won out handhy. The two-mile race 
was the hardest fought race of the day. 
Ketzel, Henry, and Giikerson started for 
Illinois and Henry, Kalamantio, and Kelly 
started for Chicago. Henry of lilinois set 
the pace for two laps and then stopped. 
Shortly after this Kelly also quit. , 


Chicago Takes Two-Mile Run. 

Ketzel and Henry of Chicago pulled away 
from the other two runners at the end of the 
fourth ldp. From this time until the end of 
the race it was a neck and neck race, Henry 
finally breasting Ketzel out at the tape: 
Gilkerson finished third. Kalamantio fell 
on the fifth lap, but pluckily finished the race.

‘SIRES OF THE COUNTRY. 


Electioneer the Most Consistent Pro- 
ducer of Standard Performers—All 
Are Descended from Hambletonian, 
and Six Are Sons of George Wilkes— 
Great Pacing Stake for “Green” 
Horses Attracts Good Entries—Sag- 
wa and Pan Michael Will Compete.

He also desires to know by what 
horses these stallions were sired, in order 
that more definite information .in regard to 
the strains of blood that are breeding on the 
best may be had than would be afforded by 
@ mere recital of the names of the horses

potency. The list is also valuable as show- 
ing the preponderance of sires with records, 
the only exceptions being Electioneer and 
Filot Medium. 

As to the former, Charles Marvin tells me 
that Electioneer could step a quarter in :35 
when in stud condition, and that he has 
known him to go one a trifle better than a 
2:12 gait._ Pilot Medium was a fast natural 
trotter, easily capable of a mile in 2:30 or 
better, but an injured hip put him beyond 
the possibility of being trained.

any means regarded as the best sire of the 
lot when the question of getting race winning 
trotters or pacers is the standard by which 
he is judged. On this point nearly all the 
other horses in the list far outclass him, 
notable examples being Electioneer, Onward, 
and Red Wilkes, each of whom has sired 
quite a number of performers with more 
class than any of the get of Nutwood. 
Electioneer, it may be said, is far and 
away the most consistent sire of trotting 
Speed the world has seen, as his list is com- 
posed of 158 trotters and two ‘pacers, while 
Onward has 124 trotters and thirty-four 
pacers, Nutwood 131 trotters and thirty-four 
pacers, and Red Wilkes 116 trotters and: 
forty-one pacers. Belmont, the sire of Nut- 
wood, was by Alexander’s Abdallah, possibly 
the best son of Hambletonian, opportunities 
considered, in the matter of getting high- 
ciass’ horses, and yet the Belmont family, 
like that of Almont, another son of Alexan- 
Cer’s Abdallah, is rapidly running out, so 
to speak, jyst as has that of Volunteer, the 
foremost son of Hambletonian in his day, so 
that today the leading representative of the 
Alexander’s Abdallah family is Cresceus, 


. the champion, a great-grandson of that horse 


through Robert McGregor and Major Edsall. 


Great Pacing Stake. 


Mention has been made in this column of 
the extraordinary number of sensationally 
fast pacers still without records that will 
be out this season in the stakesfor “ green ” 
pacers that are offered by the larger tracks, 
and that have an early-closing clause, but 
the $3,000 event at Hartford to be paced the” 
latter part of August outclasses all the others 
in respect of the number and quality of the 
nominations. 

Thirty-one racing establishments have 
made entries in this stake. Ed Geers is 
there with his three admitted cracks, Direct 
Hal, Dandy Chimes, and The Aristocrat, and 
it is a certainty that the pacer that beats 
whichever one “ the silent man” starts will 
have to go three times well within the 2:10 
mark. George Starr, who trains for William 
Simpson of the Empire State stud, has a 
wonderfully fast mare in Cherry Lass, a 
daughter of Bobby McGregor. This mare 
could certainly beat 2:12 last year if her 
work over the Terre Haute track went for 
anything, but even that did not necessarily 
show how. good she was, as Starr had no 
racing engagements in 1901, and was merely 
preparing his future campaigners. 

Orrin Hickok will have Thornway in the 
race. This young stallion was East last 
season and showed a wonderful burst of 
speed, but he was only half prepared as to 
track manners, with the result that the dis- 
tance flag was his portion, and before the 
campaign was half over he was sent home 
with a bunch of other failures from the 
Pacific coast. Hickok is a master hand at 
educating horses that have been spoiled by 
other people, St. Julien and Beuzetta being 
conspicuous examples in that line. 

like nearly all high-class pacers of the 
present day Thornway is strictly trotting- 
bred, his sire being Steinway, champion 
3-year-old trotter of his day, and his dam a 
daughter of Aliandorf. Two other Call- 
fornia-bred pacers in this race are Funston 
and Diablito. The former is a roan gelding 
by Dictatus that was brought over last sea- 
son, but failed to show anything like his 
form, although he had considerable brush, 
while Diablito is an unknown quantity. 

Two trotters that in their way enjoyeda 
good deal of notoriety last season are in the 
race.. They are Sagwa and Pan Michael. 
The former is the Missouri gelding that 
*“Doc’’ Tanner brought to the New York 
auctions a couple of years ago and unloaded 
on T. W. Lawson for $7,100. Made ante- 
post favorite for the M. and M. at Detroit, 
Sagwa fell lame two days before the race, 
and, after much experimenting, was allowed 
to pace, which seemed to be his natural gait. 
Mr. Lawson recently described Sagwa as 
’*a bright yellow gold brick,’’ and thus far 
he has certainly justified the appellation, but 
a down-east friend of mine, who kept a 
pretty close tab on the Lawson horses last 
year, says that while Sagwa will not do asa 
trotter he is a pacer of’ real merit, and but 
for a series of mishaps would have proved it 
last fall. The other ex-trotter in the race, 
Pan Michael, is a full brother to the famous 
Boralma and is owned by Dr. McCoy of New 
York City, who has an extensive breeding 
establishment and a fine mile track at Kirk- 
wood, Del. Pan Michael is now 4 years old. 
Last season he was classed among the first 
flight of 38-year-old trotters, and, although 
he did not start, it was common talk at the 
Hartford track, where most of his prepara- 
tion -was given, that he had stepped a quarter 
better than thirty-two seconds. That he is 
out this year as a pacer does not surprise 
any one familiar with Dr. McCoy's methods, 
as he is a deep student of all that pertains to 
the light-harness horse, has theories of his 
own about the gait of animals, and believes 
that nearly every trotter can be made to 
pace by proper shoeing, and vice versa. The 
doctor at one time owned Boralma, selling 
him to Lawson for $14,000, and last season he 
had outa successful pacer in Matin Bells, a 
full sister to Boreal, the sire of Boralmaand 
Pan Michael. ° 

Like some other people who are active on 
the trotting turf Dr. McCoy does not care 
to own a horse that he is not personally fond 
cf, and when Matin Bells stepped a third 
winning heat at Hartford last summer in 
2:06%4 it was the fact that his training meth- 
ods were vindicated, and not the fat purse 
that was added to his bank account that 
made him smile. He was correspondingly 
depressed when Boralma, his former pet, 
was beaten over the same track by Lord 
Derby. .It is not a rare thing for the doctor 
to enter the same. bunch of colts in futurities 
for both trotters and pacers, saying in ex- 
planation: “ There’s no telling how they'll 
go, and it’s best to he on the safe side.” 

Another entry in the Hartford race about 
which considerable interest will center is 
Director Joe, a black horse by Director, the 
old-time trotter that has done so well as a 
sire, and out of Josephine Young, the dam of 
Joe Patchen. The last-named stallion, one 
of the greatest racehorses ever seen, was 
a'red by Patchen Wilkes, and it is the opin- | 


+ 
ion of most horsemen that Director is a bet- 
ter sire than the son of George Wilkes, so 
that from the same dam he should get a 
pacer that is the equal or superior of Joe 
Patchen. Director Joe is in the stable of 
Mart Demarest, and when that trainer was 
in Chicago not lortg- ago I talked with him 
about the pacer. Demarest said that he 
had of course given the horse only road 
work thus far, and that at first he did not 
fancy him much, but one day another horse 
came alongside the half-brother to Joe 
Patchen, and he stepped off in a manner that 
surprised and pleased his driver. 

oa Online pacer Junius, that beat 2:l0a 
shade in one of his races last fall, will start 
in the Hartford stake, and as he is out of 
the tried brood mare Maple Leaf, and there- 
fore better bred than a good many of the 
Onlines, it is reasonable to suppose that he 
will improve materially over his form of 
1901, when he was absolutely unused to a 
mile track and all the scenes and incidents 
thereof. In this case it should take three 
heats around 2:08 to get the money away 
from him, 

Beauseant, the much-touted phenomenon 
of last season that failed to make good, is 
named, and a man who came up from Mem- 
phis the other day tells me he is working 
well in hopples, which should have been used

Great Work of the Wardens During 
the Last Year Responsible for the 
Plentifal Supply — Prospects for 
Both Hunting and Fishing Are 
Good—Gun Clubs Give Aid in En- 
forcing the Laws—Many Arrests of 
Violators Made, 


Madison, Wis., May 8.—[Special.]—Fish- 
ing and hunting prespects in this State are 
better now than they have been for some 
years, because of the operations of the State 
game and fish wardens. It is now claimed 
that Wisconsin is now the best protected 
State in the union save Maine. 

Henry Overbeck Jr., State game and fish 
warden, is preparing to issue the new licenses 
for the coming season. They will be printed 
on cloth and issued after July 1, and may 
be taken out when hunters go north for the 
coming season. 

Mr. Overbeck tells what has been ac- 
complished during the last year in the way 
of apprehending violators of the law and in 
protecting fish and game. Last year the 
resident licenses amounted to $70,000. There 
were 229 non-resident deer licenses, against 
eighty-nine in 1900. Of the 229 licenses; 185 
were taken out in the woods, after the 
hunters had started in on the game. The 
warden had followed them. up and demand-° 
ed their authority to shoot in the State, 
cn Bi them to take out a license or clear 
ou 

The. wardens drove out no fewer than 100 
Indian famijies that had come in from Kan- 
sas to hunt deer, and they forced the lumber 
men to stop shooting deer to feed to their 
men in the camps, in violation of the law.

ures, but they have become a terror to law 
breakers. The other day a man who had 
violated the fish law caught sight of one of 
these wardens. He raced to the office of a 
justice of the peace, pleaded guilty, and paid 
a fine of $26 before the warden could get 
within speaking distance of the_ Offender. 
‘The fish wardens confiscated a net, and 
while they were at dinner the owner came 
along and stole it out of the barn. He was 
chased to a far northern lumber camp, ar- 
rested, brought back, and fined $1 and costs, 
the latter amounting to $49.64. 

The department has successfully broken 
up unlawful fishing on Lake Winnebago 
after years of effort. Where formerly there 
were shipped weekly 125 barrels of fish, there 
are now 4ess than five. The methods of 
transporting fish from Oshkosh to Green 
Bay, the latter being the big market for the 
sale of illegally caught fish, has been so 
closely watched that the attempts have all 
but been abandoned. At times they were 
hauled across the country in wagons, and 
again loaded on half sunken scows under 
hundreds of bags of salt. 

The wardens have gathered a rich fund of 
Information regarding the habits of hunters 
in making illegal shipments of game to the 
Chicago and other markets. Some ship- 
ments have been found in egg cases, the 
game concealed by the eggs, and in like man- 
ner the deception has been practiced in tubs 
of butter and barrels of turnips. 


Hunting Clubs Give Aid. 


Valuable aid has been rendered the depart- 
ment by legitimate hunters and shooting 
clubs. They have loaned their boats and cot- 
tages in helping the wardens to run down 
violators. There is now a system in vogue 
by which every community in the big hunt- 
ing and fishing territory is closely watched 
and violations reported to the department, 
the name of the communicant being held in 
confidence. . 

This winter has been favorable for natural 
fish propagation. There has been no spawn- 
ing in the marshes, from which the water re- 
cedes to leave the fish and spawn to die. The 
water has been low, and in consequence the 
spawning has-taken place in the lakes and 
rivers, thus preserving many millions of 
young fish. . 

The upland birds have fared well, havin 
beem protected by both the department and 
the favorable weather. Lake Koshkonong 
has been well taken care of this spring and 
a siaughter of ducks prevented by making a 
number of arrests on the day the birds ar- 
rived. Watching will be kept up in every 
part of the fish and game country during the - 
entire season. 

The hatchery department is now engaged 
in distributing fry to all the lakes and rivers 
of the State. 


BOXING BOUT PROVES FATAL. 


Frank Smith Dies as a Result of a 
Knockout Blow by Hans Hartranft 
at Allentown, Pa. 


Allentown, Pa., May 3.~Frank Smith died 
at the Allentown Hospital today from in- 
juries received last night in a boxing bout 
with Hans Hartranft in the Keystone Ath- 
letic club. 

The boys were scheduled to fight eight 
rounds. In the seventh Hartranft landed a 
hard blow on Smith's chin, felling him 
heavily to the floor. Smith became uncon- 
scious and remained in that condition until 
death resulted. 

The physicians say Smith died from a frac- 
tured skull or clot of blood on the brain. 
Hartranft is under arrest. All persons con- 
nected with the fight will be arrested.

ME. MELBA’S feelings have 
been deeply hurt because 
the prices she received for 
her services have been un- 
derratei in Paris.

Heretofore, the monks 
provided food and lodgings for all travelers 
secking their hospitality for the modest sum 
of $l a day. ut one to the increase of 
visitors the monks say they will no longer 
be able to accommodate their guests and 
have issued a formal’ order to that effect. 

Visitors to the Grand Chartreuse will now 
be obliged to stop at the neighboring hotels, 
and will thus be deprived of one of the most 
picturesque incidents of their trip, the stay 
within the old monastery walls.

In the war which France earried on for so 
many years against the semi-independent 
tribes of southern China, which, under the 
name of the Black Flag, infested Tonquin, 
every.

of the enemy was put to the most frightful | 


death, and often when arriving before some 
Black Flag stronghold the French troops 
have become maddened with rage by the 
sight. of the bodies of their comrades spitted 
to the walls of. the place by means of huge 
hooks and sharp, knife-like projections. 

I cannot repeat here the atrocities perpe- 
trated not only by the dervishes themselves 
but likewise by their women upon the Eng- 
lish and Egyptian soldiers, wounded and 
sound, who had the misfortune to fall into 
their hands during the wars that, extending 
over a decade, were brought to a close by 
Lord Kitchener’s capture of Khartum. But 
it amply explains the shooting and bayonet- 
ing of wounded dervishes by the black Sou- 


danese battalions of thé Egyptian army.

HAT wonder then that when 
confronted by spectacular 
evidence of barbarities such 
as these, the fellow-country- 
men of the victims should 
“gee red,’ as the French 
say, and become oblivious 
for a time to: the ethics of 
civilized warfare. To this 
day the enemies of England 
are fond of raking up the 
old story of how the Sepoys 
were blown from the guns 
during the terrible mutiny 
of 1857.. But they omit to 
mention that while in no 
sense more painful than or- 
dinary death by the bullet 
or by the halter, it was the 

| one and only form of capital 
punishment dreaded by the 

natives, since it destroyed their hopes of a 

future existence in the flesh, and that it was 

only inflicted upon those who had taken a 

leading part in the horrib'e atrocities to 

which thousands of English ladies and young 
children had been subjected, especially at 

Cawnpore, where the courtyard of the Brit- 

ish residences was ankle deep in the blood of 

English women and of their offspring. 
Then, too, before judging the American sol- 

ater in the Philippines with unmerited harsh- 

ness it is well to take into consideration the 
nature of his surroundings and, above all, 
the atmosphere of Oriental life. So injurious 
is the climate of tropical countries such as 
the Philippines to those white men accus- 
tomed to the, less torrid zones of the United 

States and Europe that colonial powers are 

accustomed to increase by 30 to 50 per cent 

the pay of military and civil officials assigned 
to duty in the hot countries. 


Harmful as is life in hot countries 
physical health of white folk, {t is ptr 
more. deleterious to their moral well-being, 
and it requires men of such strong character 
and of such high principles to resist the

times as great as they were before 1808, and 
the exports to the island five times as great. 
There has never been a vestige of discontent 
with American rule, nor has there been a 
whisper that the Americans have conducted 
themselves either with dishonesty or cruelty. 
Chief Leadley of the record division of the 
Civil Service commission reports that the 
Porte Ricans who took the examination were 
an orderly, well-behaved, and intelligent 
get of young men, who passed their examina- 
tions as creditably as did the American ap- 
plicants. Their knowledge of American 
geography, which was expected to be de- 
ficient,-was_excelient. Many of them knew 
Mnglish perfectly. Neither Mr, Atkinson 
nor Senator Hoar can “ point with pride ” to 
the horrors of “imperialism” as demon- 
strated in Porto Rico, The reason that 
American suzerainty has been such an im- 
mense success is that peace has prevailed in 
the island since the Stars and Stripes were 


hoisted there. When the army shall have 


the Philippines, in spite of the fire in the 
rear, it is fair to assume that the same pros- 


West Indian island will spread over the Pa- 
cific archipelago. The  anti-impertalists 
must realize that whether we abandon the 
islands eventually, or continue in them, 
peace is now the first desideratum. In the 


leave the archipelago in the face of an 
enemy’s fire. Hence the longer*the Filipinos. 
are encouraged in resistence, and the war 
thereby prolonged, the worse off they are. 
In the second alternative, the longer they are 


losing fight, the more distant are their days 
of peace and plenty. 


BURNING I88UE OF THE DAY. 

The burning issue of the day in the United 
States manifestly is the behavior of our sol- 
diers in the Philippines. If is alleged by some 
eminent men that they have practiced incred- 
ible cruelties upon the natives. It is de- 
nied by others that these offenses have been 
in. any sense characteristic of the cam- 
paign, while it is admitted that there have 
been sporadic instances of ill treatment. 

Major Gardener up to this time has failed 
o “justify” his libel upon the American 
eoldiers, his comrades in arms. According 
to the dispatches from Washington cate- 
gorical demands have been made _ upon 
Major Gardener to furnish specifications in 
support of.his general accusations. He hits 
been persistently asked to furnish proofs, 
but he has failed to do so. The Senate 
committee has pressed the War department. 
The department has exercised pressure upon 
General Chaffee, and the General has 
brought everything short of the “water 
cure” to bear upon Major Gardener, but 
all with no results of moment. Major Gar- 
dener is mute, or if not mute he is inglorious- 
ly incomplete in his efforts to support his 
statements. He must support them or sub- 
mit to a court-martial himself, and properly 
so. No officer of the army can be excused 
for bringing charges of this grave nature 
against his brother officers unless he is 
fortified by proo®. 

Another incident of the investigation has 
been the offer of a number of gentlemen 
not unknown to fame to .relieve the con- 
stituted authorities from all further care 
or responsibility for the eonduct of the war. 
Mr. Carl Schurz, Mr. Charles Francis 
Adams, Mr. Andrew Carnegie, Mr. Wayne 
MacVeagh, Mr. Herbert Welsh, and Presi- 
dent J. G. Schurman have rushed into the 


| breach and offered to supersede informal- 


ly the military and civil authorities in the. 
ease and to relieve them from the discharge 
of their appointed duties. The action of 
the sacrosanct Committee of Seven is 
characteristic and is not without its amus- 
ing side. If any persons in the world are 


are the officers and men engaged in the 
military branch of the government service. 
They are not only liable to courts-martial 
but they are subject to the exercise of the 
civil power. The President can do almost 
anything with an officer of the army. The 
Secretary of War may censure or punish 
an army officer indirectly by relieving him 
from his command and orfering him home 
or banishing him to the remotest parts of 
the earth without trial.. With a trial an 
officer can be disgraced and dismissed. 

Yet these excellent gentlemen impeach 
apparently the good faith of the officers 
in command in the Philippines, of the 
Secretary of War, and of the President of 
the United States. They assume nobody is 
competent to pass upon the grave questions 
involved in this case unless it be themselves 
and a few others like them; who are not 
upon the scene, have no testimony before 
them, and are not without prejudice if they 
were otherwise entitled to pass upon the 
questions at issue. Some of the persons 
whose names have been mentioned would 
be excluded from any jury in this case on 
account of prejudice and the previous ex- 
pression of their opinion without having 
evidence submitted to them. Not only have 
they both formed .and expressed opinions 
but they are not the kind of men who, when 
they have once formed an opinion, are likely 
to be seriously infinented by subsequent tes- 
timony. 

How can it be asstimed that they, and 
they alone, are the proper persons to 
direct the_Senate and the President in the 
further investigation of this question? 

The sanest and most cautious utterance 
on this subject which Tue Trisywnpe has 
seen, ene that will commend itself to the 
judgment of sober-minded citizens every- 
where, was made by Bishop Lawrence of 
Massachusetts before the Episcopal con- 


‘| yention of the State last Wednesday. The 


Bishop eaid that during the last few weeks 
responsible men have made statements of 
cruel and barbarous treatment of the Fili- 
pinos by American soldiers, acting under 
the orders of superior officers. Against the 
background of the splendid work being done 
by the government for the education and 
uplifting of the natives these deeds take 
on a blacker hue. Great as may have been 
the provocation in some instances and 


not countenance eruel modes of warfare 
which he believes’ are keenly regretted and 
condemned by the rank and file of the army. 

The Bishop is confident that the mem- 
bers of the national administration, regard- 
less of party issues.and questions of party. 
politics, are “ just as alert as any citizen in 
the land to get at the facts, and in the 
spirit, not of revenge but of justice, mete 
out punishment.” One mistake might be 
made, said the Bishop, which would add 
disaster to shame. That would be “the 
hasty and unjust punishment of men who 
had not been proved guilty. With witnesses 
and accused separated by an ocean and a 
continent justice cannot meted out in 
a day. We have—certainly I have—com- 
plete confidence in the justice, the humani- 
ty, and the courage of our President.” The 
closing words of the Bishop—words which 
all right-minded men will take to heart— 
were: 

Patience, self-restraint, caution as.to our accu- 
sation of men still on trial—these, it seems to me, 
are the qualities that we reed just now, and a 


strong support of the administration in its efforts 
to refieem the fair name of this nation, 


The Boston police officiais 
give this advice to Bostoni- Sobriety and 
ans: “Keep sober and Highway 
mind your own businessand Rebhbery. 
you’ never be molested by 
thugs, day or night.’ One “policeman says 
thatonly three persons not under the influence 
of lHquor have been robbed on his beat in 
twenty-three years. Another saye that in 
ninety-eight or ninety-nine cases of robbery 
out of every 100 cases the sufferer has been 
drinking. These statements are a little ex- 
aggerated. It is the tendency of policemen 
in Boston, ae it is in other cities, to relieve 
themselves: a little from responsibility for 
the misdeeds of thugs by asserting that the 


tipsy, by being where he ought not to be, or 
by faizing to attend strictly to his own busi- 
ness, Ip Chicago and in other cities, espe- 
cally When there prevails what is called “a 
éarnival of crime.”’ men who are sober, who 
are attending to their own affairs and take 
ordinary precautions are waylaid on the pub- 
lie streets and robbed and beaten. At the

Alderman Mavor's ordinance on housing 
applies to. all “tenements.” In ordinary 
speech tenements are dirty, overcrowded, 
insanitary buildings in the less fortunate 
parts of town. In Alderman Mavor’s or- 
dinance tenements are buildings occupied 
by three or more families. It makes no 
difference where those buildings are or how 
they look. This is well. The word tene- 
ment has come to be used in a pitying or 
contemptuous sense, It has acquired an 
exceedingly distasteful meaning. It has 
tended toward the establishment of a dis- 
tinction between different classes of people. 
A good way out of the difficulty is the one 
suggested by the ordinance. Make the 
word tenement include the collective dwell- 
ings of the well-to-do as well as those of 
the poor. 

The specific provisions of the ordinance 
seem to be well calculated to secure the 
health and safety of the people. All tene- | 
ments of more than five stories must be 
fireproof. All tenements of from three to 
five stories must be made of slow-burning 
material. All rooms, with the exception 
of bathrooms, must have a window opening 
ou the street or on the alley. All hall- 
ways must be light enough at noon to+make 
it possible for a person of average powers 
of vision to read a newspaper. This 
last provision hints too clearly at the in- 
tolerable conditions which can be found 
in many buildings at the present time. 
In short, the ordinance is an attempt to 
bring together in one consistent wholé the 
miscellaneous and heterogeneous housing 
regulations now in the city ordinances. 

A more necessary measure could not be 
suggested. If Alderman Mavor’s ordinance 
is passed—and enforced—the dangers aris- 
ing from city life will be largely counter- 
acted. As things are now it is no exaggera- 
tion to say that in certain large areas physi- 
cal and moral degeneracy is inevitable. Chi- 
cago can never be what it ought to be if any 
large proportion of its population should be 
overtaken by such a disaster. The city 
needs citizens who are sound in body, mind, 
and spirit. 

The trouble, however, will not be ended 
when the ordinance now undér considera- 
tion goes through. There still remains the 
practical application of it. We have good 
ordinances now. It is provided, for in- 
stance, that every room must have window 
epace equal to one-tenth of the floor area. 
It is also provided that cellar floors must be 
cemented ‘water tight. It is also provided 
es buildings of more than five stories 
the aif shafts must be of incombustible ma- 
terial. It is also provided that tenements 
of more than three stories must have fire 
escapes. It is also provided that partitions 
between apartments must be incombustible. 
What provisions could be finer? What pro- 
visions could show a greater anxiety for 
the welfare of the e? Yet what pro- 


visions could have been less effectual in 
remedying the evils at which they are di-. 


rected ? 

Mr. Hunter’s book on “ Tenement Condi- 
tions in Chicago ” contained two interesting 
illustrations of the way in which the ten- 
ement laws have been enforced, Every lot 
on which dwelling-houses are put up is sup- 
posed to have ten feet vacant in the rear. 
Mr. Hunter’s investigators, even in the lim- 
ited area they dealt with, found eighty- 
seven lots covered solid. Again, the Illinois 
housing regulations calf for 400 cubic feet 
of air space for each resident. Mr. Hunter’s 
investigators found that only in 2,467 out 
of the 9,859 apartments investigated was 
there any compliance with this air space 
law. The conclusion suggested is that what 
is needed is a determination to enforce as 
well as a desire to legislate... An enforce- 
mént of the laws as they are now would 
change the appearance of many square 
miles in Chi This is no reason, of 
course, why Alderman Mavor’s ordinance, 
if it is found to be well drawn up, should not | 
be passed. It should be passed. It will co- 
ordinate and bring into small compass the 
city laws touching a most important ques- 
tion. It should be remembered, however, 
that the real work. will come afterwards.

Questions of foreign policy, and especially 
of war and peace, are usually supposed to be 
reserved to the geheral government even 
by those persons who are most anxiots to 
fissert the power of the people.

DEATH OF CONGRESSMAN CUMMIN Gs. 

‘Amos J: Cummings,Congressman from the 
Tenth New York District in New York City, 
died at Baltimore on Friday night of pneu- 
monia in the 6lst year of his age. His life 
had been one of varied activities and of use- 
ful service to the public and to the country. 
He began active life as a printer, but before 
he settled down to serious work he was with 
Walker in the Nicaragua invasion, and 
served meritoriously in the Army of the Po- 
tomac during the civil war. After the close

About the year 1886 he took the ‘asin 
of managing editog of the New York Sun, 
and filled it with conspicuous ability. His 
ability gave him 4 prominent position in poli- 
tics, and the County Democracy sent him to 
Congress in the above year. He declined a 
renomination to take charge of the Evening 
Sun, as he was partial! to editorial work, but 
the political pressure was too strong for him 
and he was soon back in Congress,: where 
he served for eight terms—from the Fifty- 
first to the present Congress. 

As an editor he was thoroughly qualified, 
having served his time as printer, reporter, 
and correspondent. He was a Democrat in 
politics, but was Independent in his votes. 
As the ranking Democratic member of the 
Naval committee, he lahored industriously 
for the increase of the navy. He was also 
a devoted friend of labor, and ably sup- 
ported its interests. He was a fluent speaker, 
a ready writer, and one of the most popular 
members of the House. His “ Sayings of 
Unele Rufus” is a proof that, had he had 
the time to devote himself to authorship, he 
would have succeeded in literature. In a 
word, he was a man of affairs and of the 
workl, alert, keen, and active, and one who 
will be greatly missed, especially in New 
York City, where he was so well known.

The New York Presbytery was unable to 
wink at such a departure from customary 
Presbyterian opinion. It urged the young 
man to go hack to his books and sit there 
until he could change his mind, 

The Elizabeth Presbytery, on the other 
hand, concluded “that the church must 
meet the new ideas which are constantly 
growing in it and that, after all, the in- 
dividuality of the man is the main thing.” 
It therefore effected a compromise with 
its.candidate. It agreed for its own part 
to give the candidate a license to preach, 
while for his part the candidate made this 
statement: “I do not intend to make a text 
of my thoughts on the subject, but if a 
man comes to me looking for salvation I 
shall expound to him the gospel as I be- 
lieve it.” It appears, accordingly, that in 
the Elizabeth Presbytery certain subjects, 
opinions on which are at present in a state of 
continual flux, are to be avoided. Here and 
there on the theological map there will be a 
“terra incognita” inhabited by man-eat- 
ing monsters. Into these districts the pas- 
tor will not lead the members of his flock. 
He will keep them in the quiet valleys where 
they will not be exposed to any danger. In 
other words, the principle is either that 
the subject about which the yaung man 
is not to preach is unessential to the gen- 
eral scheme of Christian doctrine, or else 
that under present circumstances it is best 
to leave certain questions alone. 

This principle is the one advocated by 
Mr. Goldwin Smith in a recent letter to 
the New York Sun. Let the creeds remain 
as they are, he said, “for whatever they 
may still be worth,” but “ do not any longer 
impose them, or any other human manifesto, 
as ordination tests.” The minister should 
be pledged simply “ to preach what in his 
conscience he believes to be the truth.” » The 
idea, then, is to leave the creed intact, buat 
to forget it, or, at any, rate, not to take 
it too seriously. The ostrich has been 
ridiculed for a somewhat similar proceed- 
ing. No amount of sand about the head 
will destroy the existence of things. The fact 
is there, whether one looks at it or not. If 


the creed remains as the official Confes-. 


sion of. Faith, it will also remain as a kind 
of skeleton in the closet unless it is openly 
recognized and obeyed. It may be, how- 
ever, that in this period of transition cer- 
tain doctrines will be kept on ice in the 
hope that they will be available later. Such 


seems to be the intention of the Presbyterian 


Church in general. The last assembly, in 
authorizing a committee on creed revision, 
provided that the revision should be for 
the purpose of “ giving information and a

“in no way to impair the integrity of the 
system of doctrine set forth in our con- 
fession.””

that reason American observers of European affairs have been more im- 
pressed by labor troubles, such ae those in Belgium, or the bread riots of 
Italy or Russia, than by the more hidden, because more fundamental, oppo- 
sition to the existence of the complex, highly centralized, in many respects 
artificial states as at present constituted. 

Italian unity was created by years of absolute devotion to that end, by 
the lavish expenditure of gold and blood and the richest treasure of brain 
and heart. But there still remains in Italy a jealousy among different 
cities, a fond memory of the petty states, misgoverned, backed by foreign 
bayonets as they were, yet capable of satisfying certain yearnings of locai 
pride.

The air arrange- 
ments of the Houses of Parliament comprise means for washing, heating, 
and cooling the atmospheric rations supplied thereto, The air enters by 
the floor of the House of Commons, passes upwards, and is drawn through 
the ceiling into a shaft by the action of a furnace placed at the base of the 
dock tower. Thence it is carried up, as by a chimney, to the top of the 
tower, where it escapes into the atmosphere. 

This action is not unlike that whereby the open fireplace and chimney 
of an ordinary room act in ventilating the apartment. There are constantly 
drawn in currents of air which pass up the chimney, each mass of air, as it 
were, giving room for a fresh intake. The open grate and chimney, there- 
fore, constitute a ventilating apparatus which, in the absence of any other 
effective means of obtaining a supply of fresh air, we could ill afford to 
spare. In the case of the Commons, I believe, complaints have become

This air question deserves to be prominently and constantly kept be- 
fore us in the interests of our health, We demand pure food and pure 
water, but the pure air question is tacitly shelved and neglected by every- 
body. We should not dream of eating meat in a state of putrefaction 
(“ high ” game excepted), but we are content, apparently, to breathe into 
our blood air to which that description aptly applies. The reason for the 
public apathy regarding air is easy to understand. Our air supply costs us 
nothing,, and, therefore, we do not regard it with the jealous eye that is 
fixed upon things the enjoyment of which demands the opening of our purse- 
strings. We imagine that, being enveloped in air, we have only to inhale 
it to support life. That this is a mistake is obvious, forthe conditions under 
which pure air can be supplied to our homes and halls, and under which 
foul air can be satisfactorily removed therefrom, are highly complex. So 
complex, indeed, are they that ordinary modes of ventilation may legit- 
imately be described as utter failures. By their fruits we know them. 
When they do act they cause drafts which we cannot bear, and when they 
fail they leave us in. statu quo ante.

Casimir Perier 
said, “ All power is a permanent conspiracy.” Today power resides in 
groups. We can say that every group is a permanent conspiracy against

factures cornmeal. Yet the cornfield is the 
place from which are drawn such products 
as-beer, corn oil, starch, sugar, rubber, 
mucilage, gumdrops, wall paper, soap, ink, 


make a table syrup of glucose 10 per cent of 
cane syrup, sorghum, or molasses is added. 


Fail to Overcome Defect. 


The grape sugar taken from starch does 
mot resemble cane sugar, for the large 
amount of water in the corn prevents crys- 
tallization or granulation. All the efforts to 
overcome this defect have failed. Now about 
all the water-free sugar is used in the man- 
ufacture of beer and wine. 

With the main bedy of starch and the germ 
of the kernel used, the hull, or bran, and 
gluten is left. The gluten is dried in filter 
presses and in its dry state about one-third 
of it is starch, which the chemists are un- 
able to extract. As gluten meal it is fed to 
cattle, and mixed with the bran it becomes 
gluten feed. The cobs and husks are left 
behind for other uses, and the stalks have 


; found their place as forage.

Victoria, B. C., May 3.—[Special.]—On the 
outskirts of the empire there are many Cecil 
Rhodes and Warren Hastings in embryo.

The main point in favor of corn rubber 
is that it can be sold for about one-tenth 
the price of Para rubber, which costé about 
$1 a pound. The corn rubber can be used in 
Tubber boots, bicycle tires, sheet rubber, 
water proofing,, rubber heels, linoleum—in 
nearly all classes of rubber goods. Its great- 
-est use is probably in machinery, as tn pack- 
ing for valves. The fact that corn oil is not 
affected by the air again proves of value, for 
its rubber products resist oxidization, re- 
main pliable, and do not crack as do most 
of the rubber substitutes made from vege- 
table oils. 


Oil Cake for Cattle. 


The oilis also used for cattle feeding in corn 
oil cake, of which it forms about 10 per cent. 
Little of this is fed to American stock, most 
of it going to Hamburg and Antwerp toa be fed 
to European cattle. 

Em@rope is a heavy consumer of corn oil, 
and every year demands more. The first big 
shipments were in 1899, when Europe took 
$838,000 worth. The next year the export 
reached a value of $1,598,000, and last year it 
was $2,045,000. Vegetable oilS enter largely 
in the mantifacture of soft soap, and the Eu- 
ropeans find corn oil the most satisfactory, 
despite its price of $23 a barrel. 


Starch the Chief Constituent. 


The size of the kernel considered, the prin- 
cipal constituent of corn is the starch. To 
extract that the shelled corn’is placed in 
vats, about a thousand bushels of corn to 
8,000 gallons of water. In the water is a 
small proportion of sulphuric acid, just 
enough to soften the kernel, loosen the 
glutinous matter, and free the germ. After 
thirty or forty hours the water is drawn off 
to be evaporated, so that any of the corn it 
has absorbed may be recovered. In former 
years this water was wasted, now the phos- 
phates and albuminoids in it amount to 
from one to one and one-half pounds to a 
bushel of corn that has been soaked. It is 
then mixed with the by-products which sell 
as cattle feed.

Ugliness would now appear to 
be the criterion, and the intelligent but home- 
ly Boston terrier and the hideously fascinat- 
ing bulidog are monarchs of all they survey. 


King of Dogs Dethroned. 


The stately St. Bernard, huge, handsome, 
and kingly, has long since vanished from 
sight and knowledge. The faithful New- 
foundand preceded him. The Great Dane, the 
mastiff, and the spotted coach dog ”’ who, 
with the entire family of hounds, were once 
so popular, have likewise gone the way of 
all men—and dogs. The coach dog, modified, 
improved, and dignified by his true name of 
Dalmatian,” is fighting hard for reinstate- 
ment at present, but his life chances appear 
to be few. The beautiful, gracile grey- 
hound, the pug, and the poodle have alike 
vanished entirely. The world of deg fashion 
and the groups of enthusiastic dog lovers 
know them, alike, no more. The greyhound, 
thoroughly aristocratic from tail tip to point 
of slender nose and of such ancient lineage 
that Hippocrates, who died 1340 B. C,, 
names him, was preserved to the fashionable 
contingent a little while in the shape of the 
smaller Italian greyhound, but even the 
Roman variety was some time since rele- 
gated to a retired position, The fox terrier, 
the Yorkshire terrier, and certain of the 
spaniels, notably the lovable cocker, are 
just now occupying the middle line which 
means danger. The onward wave of fash- 
ionable admiration and popularity has passed 
by them, but they utterly refuse to yield 
their standing entirely. The intelligent col- 
lie, the “field canines, and the hunting 
dogs are always popular—for certain work 
and in certain places. The dachshund re- 
mains a steady favorite among German dog 
lovers, but makes no attempt to storm the 
citadel of fashion. : 


Handsomest St. Bernar 


Beautiful specimens of nearly all the van- 
ished dog families are owned and beloved 
in Chicago. M. Freymouth of River Forest 
is the devoted master of Aristocrat II., the 
handsomest St. Bernard in America, and 
a dog so intelligent that he knows Sunday 
from week days, and is firmly believed to 
think regularly. J. K. Seiffert loves his New- 
foundland dog only a little less, according 
to popular rcport,,than he loves his wife. 
Mrs. J. W. Meyercord is more than devoted 
to the beautiful Italian greyhounds, Bob and 
Bessie, which carry all before them at the 
Gog shows, despite the fact that they are 
clearly and distinctly out of fashion. Andno 
less beloved examples of all the past favor- 
ites of fashion are made much of in this city. 
Even the pugs and the poodles, whose pass- 
ing has been so decided and seemingly final, 
luxuriate occasionally in thetender affection 
of the men and women who love them for 
causes and reasons in which Dame Fashion 
plays no part. 


Cling to Fox Terriers. 


Fox terriers are animals to fight over, 
politely, in the dog world of today. Asa 
household pet the day of the fox terrier is 
over. But in the hearts of his admirers,“and 
among certain groups of dog enthusiasts, he 
is declared more than ever popular. One

Mrs. Philip Henrici Jr. owns-— 
and adores—two of the most remarkable 
bulldogs in America, Lord Roberts, a famous 
imported animal, and Queenie, 
“matches ’’ the other exactly. Pomeranians, 
Chihuahuas, spaniels, and the “toy dogs 
of almost every kind share with the flerce- 
looking but really gentle and affectionate 
bulldogs the devotion and admiration of Chi- 
cago women.

Japanese spaniels, by reason of their 
quaint appearance, rarity, and general] at- 
tractiveness, are high favorites, Mrs. 
Charles A. White, Mrs. Charles Hutchins, 
and Mrs. W. B. Conkey all possessing fine 
specimens, and Mrs, White handling every 
dog of this kind imported.

RE.is one class of women in the 
world who are waiting with consid- 
erable suppressed anxiety and evident 
impatience for fashion to decree that 
gowns of simple, unadorned white ma- 

terial shall be quite the correct thing for 
evening wear. The women composing this 
class are the so-ca‘led ‘stock actresses,” 
who appear in a different production every 
week or two and are forced to procure new 
costumes costing a good many dollars each 
time they assume a new role. 

It is a financial consideration that prompts 
these stock company actresses to look for- 
ward to the day when white will be worn 
with prevailing exclusiveness in society. 
Just now the pace set by women who rule 
in the social swim is a bit speedy for the 
stock actress, so far as costuming is con- 
cerned, and in attempting to practice that 
imitation which of necessity is a part of 
their business the stage woman at the end 
of a year’s work finds herself in possession 
of an assortment of gowns pleasing to look 
at, but of little real value to her. 


Make a Busin.__ of Dress. 


With society women dressing is a pleas- 
ure, pursued for self-gratification and effect. 
With stage women ft is a business—and not 
infrequently a hardship. Actresses, if they 
expect to make anything like a creditable 
appearance before the footlights, must be 
wéll gowned. Not only this, but they must 
dress in fashion, or else they will excite 
criticism from the audience. It is this con- 
dition, the affinity between real life and the 
stage, that burdens the actress, particularly 
the one appearing in a stock company, where 
costume changes are as frequent as the rise 
and fall of the curtain. 

Society plays are the bane of the stock 
actress’ life, for they call for an outlay 
of expensive gowns, which, perhaps, cannot 
be used more than one or two times during a 
season. Dressing-rooms, storage houses, 


ah. 


and closets tell only too plainly the story of 
the stock actress’ elaborate and burden- 
some expenditures for costumes. 


Stored Away in Trunks. 


The average woman appearing in a stock 
company has so many clothes she can’t be- 
gin to find room for them, so they are stowed 
away in great trunks and chests, some of 
them to be used on future occasions, but a 
great majority for no other reason than that 
they are in existence and represent so much 
money that they can’t be thrown aside. 

Every stock actress regrets to say that she 
is the owner of from four to fifteen trunks 
full of clothes. Not many women complain 
of being too well supplied with gowns, but 
with the stock company actress this is a 
serious grievance. The trouble with her 
is that she owns clothes that can’t be worn 
at all off the stage and only at infrequent 
intervals on the stage, and the result is 
that they seldom see the light of day, spend- 
ing most of their time in close companion- 


. ship with moth balls tn tightly closed chests. 


If it was the manager’s money that was 
locked in the chests the stock actress would 
have no serious objection to offer, but the 
trouble is that it is her own and represents 
no small part of her salary. A leading wom- 
an in a stock company epends on an average 
$75 a week for costumes, which she wears 
only during the life of one production. 
Whether they will ever be available for 
future use depends altogether upon the na- 
ture of her stage career and the city in which 
she appears. To wear the same gown twice 
in the same city is a dangerous practice from 
the actress’ point of view, for if there is one 
thing more than another that the public will 
not stand it is an “‘ overworked costume.”’ 


Gowns Can’t Be Made Over. 


Some gowns can be made over, but even 
this is not a safe plan, for the public views 
stage people with scrutinizing eyes and is

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quiék to recognize improvisation in dress of 
any sort. So one of the burning questions 
with the stock actress is ‘‘ What shall I do 
with my clothes?” The only practical an- 
swer yet suggested is, ‘‘ Store them away in 
a trunk and trust to luck.” 

The dressing-rooms of the Columbus and 
Dearborn Theaters in Chicago are filled with 
suggestions of the overdressed condition of 
stock company actresses, and they contain 
but a small part of the clothes owned by 
those appearing in these two amusement 
places. Asa matter of fact the stock actress 
is so burdened with all sorts of gowns and 
costumes that she usually keeps quite a 
stock in storage. 


Madge Carr Cook and Violet Bergere, two 


former members of the Dearborn stock com- 
pany, had wardrobes estimated to be worth 
more than $12,000 when they left Chicago, 
and there were few gowns in the assortment 
that either could wear or would wear be- 
cause of professional pride, which suggested 
that one appearance was sufficient for any 
gown. | 


| Scenery Stored Away. 

In stock company productions there are 
other things in addition to gowns that are 
expensive and yet lack intrinsic value after 
once having been used. Take, for instance, 
scenery. A new set is used for each produc- 
tion, and the work of getting this into form 
is no small task. At the Columbus Theater, 
where the bill is changed euch week, 1,200 
yards of canvas are used on an average every 
seven days, to say nothing of other materia! 
entering into scenemaking. Four scene 
painters are kept busy all the time, and 
eight stage carpenters keep them company. 

Stored away in the storeroom of the the- 
ater are over five carloads of scenery that 
has been once used, and little of it can be 
worked over for a second setting. The waste 
properties that have accumulated since the 
theater opened would fill four freight cars 
to the roof.

Before his return from Skibo Castle last 
October he gave such big single sums as 
$5,200,000 to New York, $1,000,000 to Sst. 
Louis, $750,000 to Detroit, and $12,000,000 
to Pittsburg. The result of his complete 
change of plan is demonstrated by a study 
of his gifts to Canada. Before last year he 
had established five libraries in the Domin- 
ion. He had given Montreal $150,000; Ot- 
tawa, $100,000; St. John’s, N. F., $50,000; 
Sydney, N. S., $15,000; and Windsor, Ont., 
$20,000, a total of $335,000. Since then he 
has increased the former amount by $541,500, 
making a total for Canada of $876,500; but 
instead of dividing it among a few cities he 
scattered it among twenty-five. The larg- 
est of these gifts was $100,000 to Winnipeg. 
Next on the list are Halifax with $75,000 
and Victoria, B. C., Vancouver, B. C., and 
St. John’s, N. B., with $50,000 each. The 
others are divided into amounts averaging 
$15,000, with three falling below the $10,0w 
mark—Yardmouth, N, S., with $4,000; Palm- 
erson, Ont., with $6,000; and Cornwall, Ont., 
with $7,000. 

The change of plan has been carried out 
with the same consistency in the United 
States but on a more elaborate scale. A 
list of ten gifts made public a year ago in-

Every State in the union with the excep- 
tion of Rhode Island and Delaware, South 
Carolina, Mississippi, Arkansas, and Idaho 
have been remembered by Mr. Carnegie. 
Louisiana is at present at the bottom of the 
list of beneficiaries, having ony one small 
Carnegie library at Lake Charles, Penn- 
sylvania, where he lived and made his for- 
tune, of course heads the list both in the 
number and total amount of donations. He 
has given thirty-eight libraries to cities and 
towns in New York State, the same number 
exactly as he has given to Canada, England, 
and Ireland combined. Pittsburg has re- 
ceived $13,872,000, almost $800,000 more than 
the total amount given by Mr. Carnegie to 
Scotland. The total amount given to Penn- 
sylvania exceeds $19,000,000, some of the 
‘eading gifts being $350,000 to Allegheny, 
$600,000 to Braddock, $210,000 to Carnegie, 
$500,000 to Duquesne, $500,000 to Homestead, 
and $360,000 to Johnstown. The gift of $4,000 
to Hazlewood is among the smallest of those 
made to Pennsylvania.

Gifts to Illinois. 

Illinois and Indiana have each received 
twenty-five gifts. Illinols, however, has re- 
ceived the greater amount of money, hav- 
ing a total of $796,000, while Indiana has 
only $630,000. Chicago, like Boston, has re- 
ceived nothing from Mr. Carnegie as yet. 
Mr. Carnegie has placed his libraries close 
to Chicago, however, in giving’ recently 
$15,000 to Blue Island and $10,000 to Chicago 
Heights. The largest gift to Lllinois is 
that to Springfield of $75,000. Next! in im- 
portance are two*8ifts of $60,000 each to 
Reckford and Decatur. Aurora and Gales- 
burg have each received $50,000, while Ha- 
vana is at the bottom of the list with only 
$8,000. Indiana has only one large gift, that 
of $75,000 to Fort Wayne. Like Lilinois, it 
has two $50,000 gifts, one in Muncie and. 
the other in Marion. It has no Carnegie 
library under $10,000, however. and the ma- 
jority are $10,000 and $15,000 libraries. 

While Wisconsin has only ten Carnegie 
libraries, with a total of $400,000, like IIli- 
nois and Indiana it has one $75,000 plant, in 
Madison, and two $50,000 libraries, one in 
Superior and one in Racine. The smallest 
gift in Wisconsin is that of $10,000 to Neenah. 
Michigan has only fourteen gifts, but the 
total amount is much larger than that 
given to either of the three preceding 
States. This is due to the fact that De- 
troit received $750,000. Jackson is the sec- 


ond on the list for » Michigan with $70,000. 
Port Huron has $40,000 and Sault Ste, Marie 
has $30,000. The total amount en to

Suspicious of His $50. 

Besides the amount sent as the original 
gift to a city or town, he has in many cases 
doubled the gift at a later date, after the 
success and wisdom of his original gift was 
proved. He has given away a small fortune 
in other gifts of which the public never hears, 
and he chuckles over a story of his experi- 
ence on his last visit to the South, which he 
likes to tell, 

“IT happened to spend a Sunday in a emall 
town in Georgia,” he says, ‘“‘and as I had 
never attended a colored church I decided 
to attend the morning service at a colored 
_church in that town. I sat in the last pew 


1 and when the plate was passed I placed a 


$50 note on it. The old darky who passed the 
plate looked at the note carefully and then 
marched down to the pulpit and called the 
minister to one side. He whispered to him 
excitedly, pointing now at the note and then 
at me. The minister took the plate and ad- 
dressed the congregation as follows:

Mrs. Hotchkiss probably was the most 
prominent society woman in Connecticut. 
Her social position was undisputed, and 
when the engagement of her daughter Helen 
was announced it naturally devolved upon 
her to superintend the numerous functions 
of one sort or another to be given in the 
young woman’s honor. There were dinners, 
theater parties, afternoon affairs, et cetera, 
and by the time Miss Hotchkiss was married 
to Elisha E. Garrison, the former Yale foot- 
ball manager, Mrs. Hotchkiss was well-nigh 
exhausted. 

Late last fall, following closely upon the 
marriage of the daughter, the Hotchkiss 
home was given over to the wedding of Mrs. 
Hotchkiss’ niece, Miss Denton, who came 
trom Paris to wed the Yale athlete, Lewis 
P. Sheldon. The social duties. involved in 
these functions brought physical collapse to 


Mrs. Hotchkiss, from which she never re- 
covered. She went South for her health, was 
stricken with paralysis in Camden, 8. C,, and 


died. 
Groom Fainted at the Altar. 


Connecticut is by no means the only State 
where the demands of ante-nuptial enter- 
tainments and weddings themselves have 
proved too great for human endurance. 
There is evidence of this strenuousness right 
here in Chicago. Harry 8. Richardson was 
a victim. He fainted before the altar of St. 
Peter's Church as the Rev. Frank Du Moulin 
was uniting him in marriage to Miss Cornelia 
Heile. The church was filled with fash- 


‘jonable North Side people, and a wave of 


subdued excitement spread over the assem- 
blage when Mr. Richardson started to col- 
lapse, and was only saved from falling un- 
conscious to the floor by the prompt action 
of his best man, John Morley. Mr. Morley 
caught the bridegroom in his arms and he 
was assisted out of the church and revived. 
Then the ceremony was resumed. 

Mr. Richardson’s collapse was attributed 
entirely to the strain of too numerous festive _ 
engagements in the week preceding the wed- 


ding. His bride and himself were enter- 
tained, dined, visited, caught up in theater 
parties and suppers until when the wedding 
day arrived the groom was, to use a common 
expression, “used up,” and his nerves re- 
acted completely of enaur- 


" ance was called for at the altar. 


Festivities Sent Her to Hospital. 


Another illustration along similar lines is 
found in the case of Miss Elizabeth Powell 
of Buffalo, who went to Evanston recently to 
be maid of honor at the marriage of her 
friend, Miss Eva Cornelia Foster. On the 
night of the wedding Miss Powell was an in- 
mate of the Evanston Hospital, suffering 
from fatigue brought on by the continuous 
and prolonged round of ante-nuptial enter- 
tainments given in honor of the bride and 
groom. 

Fashion and custom have decreed, silently, 
to be sure, but no less effectually because of 
this immaterial fact, that a young man and 
woman are in the hands of their friends as 
goon as they have the necessary intrepidity 
to announce their engagement.

Strain of Ante-Nuptial Festivities. 


So many different things happen during the 
ante-nuptial days of the bride and groom 
that it would be hard to enumerate them. 
In the first place, no young woman feels 
that she has received proper treatment at 
the hands of her friends unless she is treated 
to several “‘ showers.’’ These showers are as 
varying as life itself, and anything from a 
shower of tin pans to a shower of Batten- 
berg handkerchiefs is considered quite the 
thing. Then there are card parties, simple 
afternoons, calls, dinners, luncheons, thea- 
ter parties—in fact, every form of enter- 
tainment that goes to make up the round 
of social activity. 

‘ Naturaily the brunt of all this ante-nuptial 
hustling and worry falls upon the young 
woman. She usually devotes her mornings 
to the costumer and seamstress, and in the 


‘afternoon takes up the wearisome round 


where she ieft it on the previous day. Along 
in the evening, usually at dinner, the groom, 
released from occupation which at this time 


is particularly troublesome, trails in, and to- 


gether they travel the swift pace set by so-" 


ciety until midnight or later. 

If this were merely the progrm for one 
day it could be carried out without under- 
mining the nervous system and strength of 
the participants. But this is not the case. 
There is absolutely no release from such 
strenuous activity until after the minister 
has finatly sanctioned the match and put 
an end to everything ante-nuptial. ; 


In Bad Shape for Ceremony. 

After the prospective groom has followed 
the exhaustive course with the young woman 
of his choice for perhaps several weeks, a 
final duty, imposed by custom, devolves upon 
him. He gives his farewell dinner to his 
bachelor friends, and this affair usually 
serves to exhaust any vitality he may have 
been able to stow away for the wedding or- 
deal. The result is that both the bride and 
groom, both of whom long to appear at their 
best on the wedding day, walk tremblingly 
to the altar, and frequently one of them is not 
able to bear up under the strain, and com- 
plete collapse is the result. 

Then the friends who have whisked them 


through the ante-nuptial period, giving 
neither sufficient time to eat leisurely or 
sleep comfortably, look about them in a sure 
prised manner and wonder “ what could 
have been the matter.”” The real matter 
is that their nerves are in no condition for 
undue excitement, such as a big wedding is 
bound to produce, and their strength has 
been expended in going the social pace set 
for them. 

‘* No, it isn't fright that makes brides and 
grooms faint at the altar,” said a well-known 
nerve specialist, in commenting upon recent 
instances of this character. “I will admit 
that it may be what actors call * stage 
fright’ in a few cases, but most of them are 
due to the simple condition of nervous reace 
tion. During the period of ante-nuptial fes- 
tivities the nerves are wrought up to such 
a pitch by worry, constant activity, hasty 
eating, and loss of sleep that when the bride 
and groom are compelled to face a whole 
church full of people and go through the try- 
ing ceremony they are simply overcome, and 
if their nerves have been sufficiently worn a 

collapse is the result. There is nothing 
unusual or unnatural about such cense- 
quences. They are simply clear illustrations 
of the honored law of cause and effect,” 
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HILE the commercial advantages 
of the Philippine Islande are being 
‘considered from practically every 
stamipoint by persone interested in 
one way or another in the develop- 

ment of the eastern possessions, one phase 
of the situation seems to have been ove 
looked. This has to do with matrimony. 
There are great opportunities in the Phil- 

ippines for men looking for wives. The op- 
portunities do not apply so directly to the 
wives themselves as to the special induce- 
ments accompanying them, but the combina- 
tion is. sufficiently alluring to tempt most 
any man who is not particularly-averse to 
taking unto himself a Filipino bride with 
$500,000 or so thrown in as an evidence of 
good will ad full consent on the part of the 
young woman’s family. 


Prefer American Officers. 


Just now rich natives of the islands are 
looking for eligible husbands for their 
daughters, and to be an eligible a bride- 
groom must, in the first place, be an Amer- 
ican, and, secondly, he must have a soldier's 
uniform, with a few stripes added to show 
that he has risen above the rank and file of 
the army. Such a man is rated high in the 
Philippines. He can, as a matter of fact, 
come close to naming his own price when 
the question of matrimony its brought up. 
Half a mllion dollars is no uncommon fig- 
ure for a husband in the Philippines, and, 
strange as it may seem, such offers have 
been posted without causing an army officer 
to so much as. polish the buttons on his uni- 
form. The Filipino maidens do not seem to 
awaken that sentimental something called 
love in the hearts of United States army offi- 
cers, and it is also apparent that native gold 
—* wife attached doesn’t look good to

Big Dowries Go Begging. 
' Army men returned from the Philippines 
are authority for the statement that there 
are plenty of chances in the isiands for an 
Officer who wants a Filipino girl for a wife. 
Only recently General Ozario of Cavite, one 
of the richest natives in the islands, madea 
surprisingly generous offer to any pair of 
army officers who, would take his two daugh- 
ters off his hands. e announced that he 
would bestow a dowry of $500,000 on each 
of the young women if they would,find offi- 
cers for husbands. But .the girls are still 


— 


singie, and the surprising part of the inct- 
dent is that General Ozario was in position 
to deliver the goods, He has both daugh- 
ters and money, and it would do his old 
heart a million dollars’ worth of good to se- 
cure two stalwart American soldiers for 
sons-in-law, but they refuse to even nibble 
Few Marriages. 

Other wealthy Filipino parents make sim- 
flar offers with exactly the same results. 
While it is true that several white men have 
married Filipino girls, the custom has not 
spread to officers of the regular army, and 
only one volunteer officer has done so. 
General Ozario's offer was restricted to com- 
missioned officers, but others are not so 
particular. Still, the number of takers is 
comparatively small, and “Filipino belles 
really go a-begging among Uncle Sam's 
soldiers of rank. .— 

This is regarded as conclusive evidence 
that the Filipinos have not yet been wholly 
assimilated, for it is quite contrary to cus. 
tom in this country for the bride’s father 
to openly hold out any special financial in- 
ducements to secure the marriage of his 
daughter. It is the self-imposed duty of the 
young man to use stealth and ascertain these 
facts in a quiet way for himself. 

After having seen a Filipino belle it is not 
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easy to understand why Aisotioan soldiers 
and army officers overlook them so com- 
pletely in the matter of marriage. Especial- 
ly ia this true when the rich dowries await- 
ing them are taken into consideration. The 
native and mestiga women of the islands 
are not at all bad looking. In fact, they are 
what Americans would call “cute,” and 
bear the unmistakable stamp * the country 
in which they live. 

Many of the mestiza women and girls are 
exceedingly attractive. At first sight the 
foreigner is impressed by their erect car- 
riage, which arises from their custom of 
walking with objects balanced on their 
heads. Among the rich natives children in- 
dulge in this characteristic occupation mere- 
ly as a pastime, but the effect is none the less 
evident. 

The Filipino belle is small of stature and 
her features are regular, artistic, and finely 
cut. Her eyes are extremely dark, usually 
black, and most of them have’ beautiful hair, 
which not infrequently reaches to their 
heels. Of this they are inordinately proud. 
They also take pride in small feet, and it is 
not at all unusual to see them wearing slip- 
pers too small for their wearers and leave 
some of the toes dangling helplessly outside. 


Frank and Cordial Ways. 


The manner of a Filipino belle is exception- 
ally frank and cordial, and she is a desirable 
companion. Many of them are accompanied 
in one way or another. Their characteristic 


dress is pretty and so comfortable that many | 


of their Buropean sisters adopt it during 
leisure hours at home. It consists of a thin 


camisa or waist, with huge flowing sleeves; | 


a more or less highly embroidered white 


chemise. showing through the camisa; a | 


large panuelo or kerchief folded about the 


neck, with ends crossed and pinned on the | 


breast; a gayly colored skirt, with long train; 
and a square of black cloth, the tapis, drawn 
tightly around the body from waist to knees. 
Camisa and panuelo are sometimes mate of 
expensive and beautiful pineapple silk, and 
in that case are handsomely embroidered. 
More often the kerchief is of cotton and the 
waist of Manila hemp. 

Stockings are not worn ae a rule, and the 
slippers, which take the place of shoes, have 
no heels and no uppers except for a narrow 
strip of leather across the toes. It is an art 
to walk in these chinelas without shaking 
them off, but the native and mestiza belles 
contrive to dance in them and feel greatly 
chagrined if they lose their footgear in the 
operation. 


‘Humor Among Animals

TUDIES in English or American 
humorists have long belonged to ev- 
ery complete library, but it has re- 
mained until these letter days, when 

animal land has been welcomed into 
international intercourse wtih human na- 
tions, for the lore of four-footed wags and 
wits to be created. 

C. EB. Cornish; the English naturalist, has 
recently essayed an inquiry into the ways 
of fuzzy and furred jokers. He has ana- 
lyzed the puns of animaldom’s Artemus 
Wards, he has recorded the jests perpe- 
trated by its Mark Twains, he has im- 


" mortalized the pleasantries of its Dickenses, 


he has marked out the type of humor most 
relished by the speechless people of the 
woods and mountains, who do their joking 
‘without a tongue by the aid of paws, shag- 
gy heads, and all-eloquent tails. 

As the conclusion of his researches Mr. 
Cornish tells the world that the punsters 
among our dumb friends are the worthy 
ancestors of present-day humans who have 
discovered that laughter is a pillow for life’s 
stony sorrows, the inventors of newspaper 
funny columns, comic papers, and conversa- 
tional facetiousness without end. 

Animal humor, rudimentary and gross 
enough, is almost ubiquitous. While the 
dog is the prince of animal humorists, and 
the monkey, elephant, and cat are chief 
among few other quadrupeds who express 
any vivid appreciation of more refined vari- 
eties of facetiousness, nevertheless the ani- 
mal scarcely lives that does not appreciate 
élementary humorous manifestations, each 
according as he is able after his measure of 
intelligence. 

There are no limits to the enjoyment of 
the sort of fun which emanates from romps 
and make-believes of all sorts, mock-fight- 
ing, and serio-comic farce. Others possess 
@ more delicate sense of the incongruous, 
some in a large degree, others in a smaller. 


Dogs Sometimes Laugh at Men. 


Intelligent monkeys, elephants, dogs, and 
some other animals appreciate the ludicrous 
keenly enough to dislike ridicule, dogs alone 
recognize the comical aspect of human mis- 
takes, and no animal is amused at the mis- 
takes of another animal. 

Animals can do many most laughable 
things without in the least exciting the risi- 
bilities of their friends. Many familiar sit- 


mations at the zoo are most deliciously droll 


to the child spectator. Who does not laugh 
at the polar bruin in his tub, or. at the 
supremely earnest eagle owl with a rabbit 
in one claw and a duckling in the other try- 
ing to swallow both whole at the same time 
and winking time to the gulps with his 
capacious eyes? Yet the most waggish dog 
or monkey in the world would not look upon 
either with the palest suspicion of mirth. 

A twin situation to these is the tale of 
Mark Twain's blue jay that tried to [ill a hole 
with nuts; it was acrackintheroof. No blue 
jay would think it funny. Nor would any 
raven be amused -at the experience of his 

end who was accustomed to go fishing with 
trout fishers. He was intelligent and imita- 
tive, and one day went fishing on his own 
account. He came back with a dead pussy- 
cat which had floated down the stream. In 
an ecstasy of triumphant delight he stowed 
the pussy in the fish basket. 

There are tales without number among an- 
fmal lovers about their pets engaging in 
garcical duels which evince a certain sense of 
the humorous. Puppies hardly regard that 
day weil spent whose sun does not go down 
upon at least one jolly serio-comic paw-to- 
paw combat, each constantly wagging his 

with ferocious delight while his four 
yaa inflict their most telling strokes, and 
each coming out of the battle unscathed. 
Bear cubs and the whelps of wolves do the 
game thing, while pussy cats and their kit- 
tens delight in brisk chases after each other 
$n clever feline versions of the childish game 
of catch or hide and seek. 


Dogs Teasing Cows. 


* seany animals have a keen sense of humor

The cow lies down among the grass to 
chew her cud, and the cularly if 
he be a fox terrier. finds the temptation to 


tease her quite irresistible. He rushes up 
to her, barks at her nose, and scurries round 
her until at last the persecuted bovine slow- 
ly rises from her seat, despairing of all com- 
fort. The tormentor immediately scampers 
off to conquer other worlds. 

Monkey tricks are commonplaces. One 
ape had the rare wit to play his joke and 
arrange matters so that the responsibility 
therefor fell on his companion. He 
thus achieved a double jest and insured 
his own protection. Three monkeys were 
sitting ina row. The practical joker was at 
one end. He passed his hand behind the 
back of his friend in the middle and tweaked 
the tail of the fellow at the other end. The 
resentment and Nemesis naturally came 
to the lot of the monkey in the middle. 

There is not a quick-witted species of ani- 
mal on earth that does not dote upon the 
most unholy amusement of inflicting some 
slight pain or irritation upon his friends, 
In this they carefully distinguish between 
permanent injury and temporary annoyance, 


Jackdaw’s Amusement with Dogs. 


A certain jackdaw invented a most in- 
genious contrivance for torturing a number 
of dogs, and executed it with a sense of the 
eomic and of the artistic conception of humor 
quite exceptional. It was an excessively hot 
summer day.

How to Send the Alarm. 


When a fire alarm box is opened the first 
thing that meets the eye is a small hook 
* Pull hook 
When this is done 
it sets the intricate apparatus in the cen- 
tral office to going. First a large gong 
sounds. This notifies the operator that an 
alarm is being turned in, and he directs 
his attention to-rows of automatic elec- 
trical machines called jokers, which cover 
the entire alarm system of the district. 
He is able to determine the circuit through 
which the alarm is coming by a miniature 
incandescent light which flashes on the 
instrument in action. 

Connected with the joker set Is a facile 
pen register which shows by clear and dis- 
tinct dashes upon narrow strips of paper 
tape the number of the box pulled. For in- 
stance, if Box 686 is the one from which the 
the tape will read:

Announcing Fire’s Quenching. 


When the fire is out the Captain in charge 
notifies the central office by means of a 
code in use by the department, 
and each company in turn announces over 
the wire its return to quarters. In this way 
the operator is able to tell every minute the 


special 


exact location of each group of firemen. 


Many alarms of fire are given by telephone, 
and this means of summoning help is almost 
as speedy as pulling a regular box, for the 
central office is connected with the telephone 
exchange by a special wire, and by simply 
telling the exchange girl the nature of the 
call a hurried response will result, When 
the call reaches the fire alarm office and the 
operator learns the street and number of the 
burning building, he looks on a big map 
near at hand showing the location of each 
fire company in the city, and calls out the one 


nearest to the fire. 


A special operator watches over the alarm 
apparatus in each firehouse day and night, 
and the moment he receives the call he 
touches a button on his desk, the doors of the 
stails in which the horses stand fly open, men 
spring to their places from every part of the 
house, and the next instant the company is 


on its way to the location given. 


Two styles of fire alarm boxes are in gen- 
era] use in Chicago at the presenttime. One 
is opened with a key, whi'e the other re- 
sponds to a short handle visible on the out- 
side. Both are operated in exactly the same 
way—by pulling down a lever.. Signals are 
transmitted by a spring-driven character 
wheel, making short breaks to indicate the

N sinking the two immense wells thatare 
to furnish the water supply for The Trib- 
une Building an interesting discovery 
was made with reference to rock forma- 
tion that undermines Chicago at a depth 

of about 130 feet below the surface. Forcing 
the heavy steel drill with which the wells 
were sunk down to a depth of 400 feet, a layer 
of white marble was found which extended 
from a point 128 feet beneath the surfaee to 
the extreme of the depth touched. | 

The marble was encountered after 80 feet 

of surface soil and 45 feet of hard limestone 
had been penetrated. Samples of the cut- 
tings were examined and it was found that 
the stone was of a high quality and would 
prove of great value were it not for the fact 
that it is imbedded at such a depth that 
quarrying is practically impossible. At

Patrons of both the Chicago Orchestra and 
the Apollo club concerts do not buy season 
tickets merely because they know that on 
the day of the concert seats will be obtain- 
able—the 4,080 places in the Auditorium will 
not all be sold in advance. No reduction of 
price on season tickets will induce such per- 
sons to buy. If a man knows that he is like- 
ly not to want to attend some one of the four 
concerts given by the Apollos, or that he 
will be too tired to go to all of the Chicago 
Orchestra's concerts, he is not inclined to 
buy a season ticket. Single tickets are al- 
ways obtainable, therefore he will wait and 
buy as he needs them, thus avoiding loss 
when weather conditions, other engage- 
ments, or weariness make attendance im- 
possible or undesirable.

Last week’s market showed a strong and 
broadening tone, and involved transactions 
of a large character as well as a multitude 
of smaller ones, the latter being shown by 
the fact that 618 transfers were filed for 
record during the week. 

The feature of the week and one of the 
most notable transactions in the history of 
Chicago was the purchase. by the syndicate 
neaded by John A. Spoor and F. 8. Winston 
*f the, remaining part of the Robbins es- 
tate lying just north of the Stock-Yards for 
§900,000. The transaction is noteworthy by 
reason of the fact that it is the largest sin- 
gle transaction in vacant manufacturing 
property in the history of the city. The sale 
Was negotiated by W. D. Kerfoot&Co. . 

The syndicate, which is made up of those 
interested in the Union Stock-Yards and its 
belt railway, the Chicago Junction railway 
company, includes, besides the trustees men- 
tioned, Nathaniel Thayer, Frederick H. 
Prince, and E. N. Foss of Boston, W. D. 
Guthrie of New York, and J. Ogden Armour, 
R. Fitzgerald, and A. G. Leonard of Chi- 


cago. 

It is the purpose of the trustees to place the 
property on the market at once upon attrac- 
tive terms, and to offer every inducement 
either by sale or lease, or lease with option 
of purchase. 

The property originally comprised 240 
acres, from which five pieces have been sold 
with an aggregate consideration of $224,200. 
The part just sold has a frontage of about 
9,000 feet on the Chicago River, and is in- 
tersected on each side of the river by two 
branches of the Chicago Junction railway, 
and switch tracks from these branches will 
be extended to all portions of the property. 


Need of the Property. 


While the Chicago Junction railway 
reaches practically all outlying industrial 
territory, and has been developing property 
on its road at South Chicago, Hammond, 
East Chicago, and other pofnts, ft has been 
found that land upon its lines available for 
industries, In closer proximity to the center 
of the city, has become practically exhaust- 
ad, and the demand for such property is in 
excess of the supply. This led President 
Spoor to organize a syndicate of those con- 
nected with the Chicago Junction railway 
company and the Union Stock-Yards com- 
pany to purchase from the Robbins estate 
this large tract of vacant land immediately 
north of the Stock-Yards. It has close con- 
nection with down-town, a large population 
of labor, has excellent facilities for shipping 
less than carload lots of freight over all rail- 
roads, and ample dock frontage for lake 
business. So large a tract of land with dock 
frontage and railroad facilities, close to the 
center of the.city and in the midst of so busy 
a manufacturing district, presented, it was 
thought, a good opportunity for development 
as well as an increase of the company’s bus- 
Lness. 

In line with the remarkable industrial de- 
velopment of Chicago during the last eight- 
een months especialy, the Stock-Yards dis- 
trict has shown a large growth, as is ev!i- 
denced by the following transactions closed 
during that period in that neighborhood and 
aiong the tracks of the Junction railway: 

Lease at Thirty-ninth and Wallace streets 
to the Chicago Flour company, whose im- 
provements cost $80,000. 

Lease to the Calumet Portland Cement 
sompany at Thirty-ninth and Lowe streets, 
whose improvements cost $85,000. 

Sale to the Magnus Metal company at 
Fortieth street and Emerald avenue, whose 
improvements are estimated to cost $70,000. 

Sale to the Chicago City railway company 
at Thirty-eighth place and Halsted street, 
the proposed improvements costing $200,000. 

Sale to the Schwarzschild and Sulzberger 
Packing company at Ashland avenue and 
Fortféth street, the improvements costing 
81,500,000. 

Sale to the G. H. Hammond company at 
Forty-fifth street and Center avenue, to be 
improved at an estimated cost of $1,500,000. 

Lease to the Fort Wayne Foundry and 
Machine company at Forty-third and Wood 
streets, the improvements costing $100,000. 

Sale to the Delaware and Lackawanna 
rallrodd company at Thirty-fifth and Iron 
streets, the improvements costing $150,000. 

A number of other. important saies and 
leases in the neighborhood of the Stock- 
Yards aré said to be under negotiation. The 
purchasers of the property have been repre- 
sented by W. A. Sumner, industrial agent 
of the Chicago Junction railway company. 


MINOR SALES MAKE GOOD SHOW 


Record for First Four Months of the 
Year Evidence ot Improved Con- 
ditions—Some Deals of Week. 


There were many minor sales of more than 
érdinary importance during the week, and as 
conclusive evidence of the expanding char- 
acter of the market and the continued pres- 
ence of the small buyer, an unusually large 
number of small transactions. 

The record of the four months of the pres- 
ent year furnishes further testimony to the 
greatly improved conditions of the market as 
compared with a year ago as well as several 
years back. During the period indicated 
there were 8,606 transfers filed for record, 
with a total consideration of $44,823,499, 
against 6,952 transfers with considerations 
of $35,088,822 for 1901. There were but 559 
judicial sales, amounting to $2,161,205, as 
compared with 697, amounting to $38,985,205 
for 1901, a most significant and encouraging 
showing. Building permits numbered 1,816, 
with a total cost of $19,225,865, against 1,691 
and a cost of $9,727,940 a year ago. : 

One of the most important transactions 
of the week was the purchase by Sears, Roe- 
buck & Co. of 170x171 feet at the northeast 
corner of Fulton and Desplaines streets, with 
an eight-story building, for $80,000. The 
gale was made subject, however, to incum- 
brances amounting to $325,000, bringing the 
total purchase price up to $405,000. 

By this purchase the firm becomes the own- 
er of the entire south half of block 11, 
bounded by Fulton, Jefferson, Desplaines, 
and Wayman streets, comprising a piece 
821x170 feet. The firm has occupied the 
building on the ground just purchased since 
its construction several years ago. On the 


other half of the block it is now erecting an 
eight-story building, to cost $300,000. — 

An interesting incident in this connection, 
as showing how assessments are frequently 
made is the fact the market value as estab- 
lished by the Board of Review for 1901 was 
only $142,565. 


Shows Strengthening Values. 


An interesting sale, significant as illus- 
trating the strengthening tendency of values, 
was one made by Walter H. Wilson & Co., 
who sold for Jacob H. Swart to Morris Frey- 
tag the land and building at 268-270 Madison 
street for $55,000 cash. This property has a 
frontage of 44 feet on Madison street, with 
a depth of 90 feet to an alley. and Is im- 
proved with a four-story and basement brick 
building covering the tot. It is forty feet 
west of Market street. The Swift commis- 


Psion valued this property at $108,790. The 


Assessor’s valuation for 1899 was $66,000, 
for 1900 $44,000, and for 1901 $75,900. It io 
the-intention of Mr. Freytag to make some 
improvements in the building immediately. 
This sale is interesting from the fact that in 
December last Walter H. Wilson & Co. sold 
this property for $45,000 cash, but the buyer 
decided not to take the property and for- 
feited his earnest money. Two months later 
the ground only was sold for $42,000, the 
seller retaining the improvements and tak- 
ing a ninety-nine-year lease at 4 per cent. 
The final conveyance in the purchase of 
West Side property by the United Statés 
Express company as the site of a new $200,000 
stable was made a matter of record during 
the week. The transfer covered 100x118 feet 
at the northwest corner of Congress and Des- 
plaines streets, the grantor being Silas B. 
Watson and the consideration $40,000. The 
company: also purchased another piece with 
100 feet front on Congress street and 118 feet 
deep from Isaac A. Watson, while from the 
Citizens’ Building and Loan association it 
purchased a strip in the rear fronting fifty 
feet on Pearce street and 150 feet deep, the 
total consideration being $73,500. The deal 
was negotiated by Edgar M. Snow & Co.

Freer Estate Holdings. 


An interesting event of the week was the 
deed of trust executed by the heirs of the 
L. C. Paine Freer estate, in which a twenty 
years’ trusteeship of the property is vested 
in Lemuel H. Freer, Archibald E. Freer, Ade- 
line F. Sharp, and Edward R. Hill. It is 
stipulated that one-fourth of the net income 
of the estate is to be set aside for the pur- 
pese of erecting new buildings and for such 
other contingencies as may arise. The re- 
mainder of the property is to be divided 
among the heirs according to their respective 
portions. Revenue stamps to the amount of 
$1,750 were attached to the instrument, in- 
dicating a value of $3,502,500. The estate 
owns sixteen down-town holdings, accord- 
ing to the 1901 valuation, of a total value of 
$4,576,480. These figures are reduced to 
some extent by the fact the estate in some 
instances owns the fee and not the improve- 
ments, and in one case it holds by a long 
term lease. It also owns considerable prop- 
erty at Riverside and La Grange.

APARTMENT HOUSE ORDINANCE. 


Great Interest Felt in Real Estate Cir- 
cles Regarding Measure Intro- 
duced by Alderman Mavor. 


That there is much interest felt in real 
estate circles regarding the ordinance in- 
troduced last week by Alderman Mavor regu- 
lating the construction of apartment houses 


is shown by the action of President Seeberger ' 


of the Real Estate board in appointing a spe- 
cial committee to examine the ordinance and 
report at the May meeting of the board-next 
Wednesday. 

While it is possible that some details of the 
ordinance may meet with objections its gen- 
érai purpose is heartily approved, for it is 
felt there is a crying need of some measure 
which will work a reform in present methods 
of apartment house construetion. It is the 
opinion of some real estate brokers that t 
proposed ordinance would result in materi- 
ally curtailing building in this field owing 
to the enhanced cost it would impose, but 
the general opinion is that this should act 
as no prejudice to the introduction of what 
is considered necessary to the city. 

THE TRIBUNE is in receipt of the following 
communication by Architect W. D. Cowles 
regarding the question: 

Regarding revision of building ordinances 
I would suggest, first, that all apartment 
buildings six stories and over be fireproof; 
second, all three stqdries and over up to six 
be built under the following three principal 
requirements: 

First, all ceilings wire lathed. 

Second, one inch or 1% inches of cinders 
mixed with lime or cement between the 
rough and finished floor of each floor. 

Third, all partitions of light incombustible 
material of the nature of mackalite. 

Item 1—Wire lath makes,a perfect clinch 
for plaster. The wire h no warping 
strength. The flames must roll fiercely and 


continuously before a break can be made in | 


such a ceiling. “I had a fire in a dry goods 
store at one time. It had a good start, but 
the wire lath ceiling never cracked and 
saved the building. 
“Item 2—The cinder layer makes a second 
check to the flames working up, also a check 
to down working. I hada fire in a flat some 
years ago that burned a piece out of the 
floor about four feet square, but stopped at 
the cinders, saving the building. It looked 
as though this particular fire had been bullt 
on that particular floor. P 

Item 3—The firemen can flood every floor 
with water, but cannot reach partitions 
back of the first partition from the outside 
window. In a large bullding like the Vin- 
cennes, the firemen pour tons of water on to 
each floor, filling the basement and creating 
rivers in the street, but back of the first par- 
tition each partition burns meftrily away. 
A fire starting in the top story seems more 
certain of destroying the building than if 
starting from the bottom. 

Every partition should be eproof, con- 
fining the fire to the figors. sé principles 
will not add seriously to the cost of ulld- 
ing. 

The present system of supporting columns 
and T beams, so economical of space, can be 


continued, but the use of I beams for col- 


umns, a mongre! construction, should be for- 
bidden. Columns should be castiron. Cast- 
iron columns will not melt or bend in any 
but the most extraordinary circumstances. 
It is current opinion that they will, but this 
opinion is book acquired and a superstition. 
I have personally examined every ruin I 
could find in the last fifteen years and never 
saw a bent castiron column. The Tosetti, the 
Ayers, the Vincennes, the Renfost were ex- 
ceptionally hot fires, but no bent castiron 
columns. There is a broken column at the 
Renfost, each part straight. In the Vin- 
cennes today are standing alone, with no lat- 
eral support, two iron columns, one above 
the other, bolted together, mute witnesses 
of their power to stand fire. All columns 
should be tied laterally at each floor by rods 
to outside walls, the I beams forming a tie 
in the opposite direction, securely fastened 
Let the beams bend with the 
fire, total destruction of foors will still leave 
the building with its walls and its interior 
system of columns, beams, and rods to hold 
it together. 

The brick walls should be built so they 
would net fall when joists are burnt out. 
If split up with wooden bays there should be 
piers at each endjof the brick. Wood con- 
struction corner bays or towers should be 
bolished. 

The firemeh’s lives should be saved from 
falling walls as well as the lives of tenants.

DECREASE IN BUILDING LOANS. 


Building Being Restricted by the In- 
creased Cost of Materials~More 
Notable Loans of the Week. 


A fair degree of activity was reported in 
the loan market last week, although there 
was a noticeable falling off in the demand for 
building loans, especially of the smaller sort, 
which was a feature of the market a few 
weeks ago. This helps to explain the falling 
off in building permits last week, which is 
thought to be due to the increased cost of 
‘building material. Builders are said to be 
experiencing much difficulty in securing ma- 
terial. It is exceedingly difficult to secure 
steel, and serious delays occur in the deliv- 
eries of yellow pine. 

_ The Northwestern Mutual Life Insurance 
company made a loan of $35,000, five years, 
at 4% per cent, to Simon Fogg, secured on 
100x175 feet at the southeast corner of Mon- 
roe avenue and Fifty-fifth street, west front. 

The same company also made a loan of 
$30,000 for ten years at 5 per cent to Charles 
D. Peacock and others, secured on the prop- 
erty at the southeast corner of Stewart ave- 
nue and Thirty-fifth street, 233x150 feet, with 
Stone and flat building.

KANSAS SOME RELIEE 


REPORTS OF SHOWERS THERE 
BREAK WHEAT PRICES. 


Their Importance Denied, but Local 
Holders Timid About Standing Long 
Over Sunday—Ohio Condition Ug- 
changed from April—No Support for 
Corn, Which Droops on Fine Weath- 
er—Oats Comparatively Stendy—Pro- 
visions Up on Light Hog Receipts. 


A ary weather map as to Kansas and Ne- 
braska ang firm English cables, in spite of 
the break here Friday, gave wheat bulls 
some ehcouragement at the opening yester- 
day and there were temporary advanees of 
%-l4c. But there were reports of rains in 
Kansas before the short session was well 
under way, which, with lack of outside sup- 
port, some increase in the Northwest move- 
ment and weakness in the corn market, made 
that upturn a short lived one. July opened 
from 76%c to 77c,’sold back to 76%c on the 
first reports of rains, rallied to T6%@76%c 
on assurances from Kansas City that there 
had been nothing but showers and the 
weather was clearing, and finality broke to 
T5%c on more emphatic announcements of 
general showers at many points in Kansas. 
There was no rally of consequence, the close 
being at 76éc split, a loss of %c for the day. 
May showed a little relative firmness, clos- 
ing at 75c. 

It was a case of weather from the start. 
The maps showed continued showers in the 
Northwest, where it is too wet already, and 
ne sign of moisture in Kansas or Nebraska, 
although there had been private reports of 
showers there Friday. There was a “low” 
barometer over those States, however, and 
a forecast for “ probable showers’’ yestes- 
day which put the trade on the alert for more 
rain messages, which were not long in com- 
ing. The market broke to the previous close 
on reports from Kansas City of a “ hard 


_A0 nice rain at fifteen different points, and 


St. Louis reported rains at Newton, Wichita, 
Topeka, Caldwell, Ellis, Mulvane, and Sedg- 
wick. The assertion by one Kansas City 
authority that the precipitation only 
amounted to light showers, succeeded by 
clearing weather, was countered by still 
later messages claiming that the rain area 
Was extending to other points, 


‘Local Holders Discouraged. 


A good many local holders, bewildered b 
the contradictions, concluded it the part of 
prudence to sell out, and they had enough 
help to break the market badly. There had 
been local buying early, and some selling by 
the Northwest, St. Louis, and seaboard 
houses. Counselman-Day, McReynolds, and 
Ware-Leland were conspicuous in it. At 
76%c heavy selling by the Trego party 
started a quick break on which there 
was active liquidation by St. Louis holders 
through Milmine-Bodman, Bennett, and 
Jackson. The buying on the break was led 
by Cudahy brokers, Weare, Ware-Leland, 
and Pringle. 

The Northwest points had 267 cars, com- 
pared with 153 the previous Saturday and 
201 a year ago. Primary receipts were near- 
ly. as large as last year’s, 338,444 bu, com- 
pared with 370,564 bu. Clearances were 411,- 
309 bu. There was a good inquiry here for 
shipment, but the narrowing of the May dis- 
count restricted business. The seaboard re- 
ported 160,000 bu taken for export. The 


Ohio State crop report for May made the con- | 


dition 74, unchanged from April. World’s 
shipments were estimated to reach 10,000,- 
000 bu for the week and an increase in the 


Amount on passage was likely, statistics 


which were expected to look bearish on Mon- 
day from the foreigner’s viewpoint. On the 
other hand, a large decrease in the visible 
supply in this country is looked for. Liver-

In corn the fine growing weather and pros- 
pect of a largely increased acréage continued 
to have a wilting effect on the priee. "The 
market was narrow, but there was at nu 
time any support beyond covering’by shorts 
and playing for a reaction by local traders. 
May was especially weak, at one time 1%c 
under July, an evidence of a weak cash situa- 
tion. It sold from 60%c to @c, and closed on 
the bottom, a loss of %c. July sold from 
G&2%c to 6li%c, the closing figure, a loss of

some selling by Harris-Gates. Patten brok- 
ers bought on the dip. Weekly receipts were 
62,680 bu and shipments 1,042,710 bu.

Other product was not much 
changed. Lard sold up ic, while ribs ad- 
vanced only 24%c. The eight packing points 
had 27,300:head, compared with 30,500 a week 
ago and 48,500 last year. Liverpool was td 
lower on bacon, but 3d higher on lard. Local 
cash demand was on a moderate scale, as 
reflected by posted shipments, which were 
12,636,700 Ibs of cured meats and 6,768,300 
lbs of lard. These figures compared with 13,- 
368,700 Ibs of meats and 6,406,500 Ibs of lard 
a year ago. All through the session pit 
operations were conducted largely by the 
professionals, and trade volume was decidely 
light. Ribs were firm without much trade. 
The May stuff appears to be well cleaned up 
Closing prices showed a gain of 10c on pork, 
Se on lard, and 2c on ribs. 

Barley continues to show all its recent 
strength.

Light Ahead for Lake Street. 


Knight, Donnelley & Co. say of the Lake 
Street Elevated: 

“We note with satisfaction the buying of 
Lake Street Elevated stock and the strength 
of the debenture bonds. This property has 
had a hard struggle against great odds, and, 
though it is still in a difficult position, we 
can see light ahead. In fact, we strenuously 
advise against selling the stock unless there 
should be a considerable “ bulge’’ in the 
market.for it.

\ de Kock’s works, now being 
issued by a Boston publishing 


house, 

The price of one of these editions, limited 
to a single set, will be $200,000; that of an- 
other, also limited to a single set, $150,000. 
Of these amounts $50,000 is payable on the 
signing of the subscription contracts. The 
principal edition consists of ten sets and is 
sold at $50,000 a set. It tells so eloquently of 
the wealth of the United States and the 
enthusiasm of its collectors, that already, 
within a short time of the putting out of 
sample sheets, seven subscriptions for the 
$50,000 edition have been taken. The edi- 
tions at $200,000 and $150,000 have not yet 
been offered, although negotiations as to the 
purchase of one of the editions are now pend. 
ing between the publishers and a New York 
banker of world-wide fame. 

These editions of De Kock will form the 
greatest achievement to date in the history 
of American bookmaking—in fact, in book- 
making anywhere. If there has been noth- 


- ing approaching them in price, there has, on 


the other hand, been nothing approaching 
them in sumptuousness. The books will be 
worth the money. The man who pays $50,-* 
000 for De Kock in 100 volumes will receive’ 
his money’s worth. The most significant 
feature of the transaction is thaf there is 
an American firm able to turn out ten sets 
of books so magnificent as to make $50,000 


no more than a fair measure of their value, 


and that there are so many book lovers will- 
ing to pay that price. 

But the volumes will have more than the 
value of their material outfit, rich as this 
will be. An esthetic worth also attaches to 
them. The publishers had a_ special 
reason for selecting De Kock. No 
satisfactory or complete English trans- 
lation of this popular French author's 
works has appeared. Hence they chose 


Mary Hanford Ford, who has spent many 


years in France, is a recognized authority on 
French literature, and has devoted many 


years of study to the work of De Kock, to 


make the translation. Mrs. Ford is assisted 
in her work of translation by a distinguished 
Frenchman who is a member of the faculty 
of a leading American university. 


France’s Favorite Author. 

De Kock practically kept France laughing 
for over fifty years, and is considered the 
Smollett of France as well as the Dickens. 
This edition’ will contain all of his novels, 
dramas, tales, vaudevilles, together with 
his biography and literary reminiscences. 
His vaudevilles were the popular songs of 
France, and-were theatrical satires upon 
the prominent people and events of the 
times of which he wrote; and the pen pic- 
tures that he drew around his characters, 
from the first chapter to the last, simply 
were delicious. It is estimated that between 
80,000,000 and 100,000,000 volumes of the 
works of De Kock have been sold through- 
out the *world. De Kock’s novel, “ The 
Barber of Paris,’”” was translated into sixty 
different languages, and it is safe to say 
that several million copies of this book have 


been published and sold, 


M. Jules Claretie, for many years director 
of the Comédie Frandaise, will write a com- 
plete preface and introduction. 

Epoch-making these editions surely are, 
and in many ways. For instance, the work 
is to be printed on parchment—not “ parch- 
ment,” the imitation kind, but genuine 
parchmert. For this is the first time that 
a publisher has attempted to make an edi- 
tion of any author on genuine parchment 
for over 300 years. It will take 40,000 sheets 
of parchment, which costs sixty. cents a 
sheet, for the $50,000 edition alone. At the 
present time there < not parchment enough 
in the world to complete this work. When 
the publishers made their contract with the 
parchment people it was stipulated that the 
latter would not be required to complete 
their contract within a period of twenty-four 
months,

Printed on Parchment. 


" Parchment is one of the most difficult 
materials to work upon, owing to the fact 
that it contains so much oil. Heretofore 
printers have objected to working on parch- 
ment owing to the great difficulty of the 


ordinary ink retaining its color, as they*have . 


found from experience that the oil in the 
parchment would eat the life from the inks. 


All this, however, has been remedied as the 


result of two years of experiment, and an ink 
and process has been secured that makes the 
task a feasible one. The books will be printed 
entirely on hand presses built in 1630, and 
substantially like the press upon which 
Franklin worked in London. This press- 
work will be done by Scotchmen, who are 
expert jn printing on parchment. The 
process is a slow one, so slow in fact that 
only twenty volumes a month can be turned 
out. In other words, only two pages at a 
time on one side, or about seventy-five im- 
pressions per hour, will be printed, whereas 
it is usual nowadays to print sixteen pages 
at a time and get a thousand impressions an 
hour, or 160,000 pages.a day. The type is 
made expressly for this work, and is known 


as the twelve-point old style Caslon, the type . 


made famous by its maker, William Casion, 
in 1720. 

~ Revival of Illumination. 

Another respect in which these De Kock 
editions will be epoch-making is that they 
will mark a revival of the ancient art of 
illumination. The progress in the rapidity 
of printing and the ‘constant? increase as 
years went by of the typographical multi- 
plication of books proved fatal to this art. 
Some of the early productions of the press; 
to be sure, had blank spaces left for initial 
letters and miniatures, which were painted 


in by hand, but these were soon replaced by 


printed designs intended to be gilded and 
colored. 

There is a decided distinction between the 
word illumine and the word illuminate. 
To illumine is to embellish with colors the 
already printed letters; to illuminate is to 
entirely produce the initial letter in all its 
various colors by hand. It is this supreme 
well-nigh forgotten art which the publishers 
of the De Kock editions will revive and ina 
manner worthy its ancient traditions. 

This is one reason why, at the cost and 
trouble already referred to, genuine parch- 
ment has been chosen for the printed and 
illuminated page. The publishers con- 


cluded that in order to produce a modern set | 


of books similar to the ancient illuminated 
manuscripts it would be absolutely neces- 
sary to use genuine parchment. There isa 
charm about the color and texture of well 
prepared parchment no paper can be made 
to possess, and, again, it is to be desired 
for its extraordinary toughness and dura- 
bility. Of course, it is easier to do this il- 
luminating work upon paper, and it takes the 
highest dexterity and skill for the illuminator 
to produce proper effects upon parchment. 


From the work already produced by the De. 


jiock illuminators it can readily be seen 
what they have borne in mind. In the first 
place, they have fixed the scale of their 
illuminative and decorative work in relation 
to the size of the page. Then, again, where 

a historical style has been adopted for a 
sashdalitns period of a particular incident of 
the story the work shows aclear and sympa- 
thetic appreciation of harmony. 

The illuminations are from original de- 
signs by Sinclair Patterson, Elia Grace 


Brown, and Henri Padeloup of Holland, who 
have received the highest rewards for this 
class of work, both here and abroad. 

Each initial letter and head and tail piece 
is appropriate to its chapter—that is: the 
artists read the manuscript and then make 
their drawings in keeping or in harmony 
with the style of the chapter, even carrying 
the details so far as to use the colors which 
predominated at the particular period of the 
writing. In many cases, designs to be found 
in the missals and which were used for 
decorative effect many centuries ago are 
used, the gold leaf being laid on the parch- 
ment, after which the artists design their 
drawings over the gold. In many cases gold, 
silver, and bronze colors are worked in, in 
order to harmonize the colors anéto secure 
the best effects. Many of these initial letters 
are large, making a complete circle of the 
entire text, page, or border line over the 
margins. 

Each Illustration Unique. 

There will be about 1,200 initial letters 
and 2,400 head and tail pieces and no two 
throughout the entire edition will be alike. 
Each one is made from an original design 
sketched before the artists put their work 
on the parchment. There will be in the 
neighborhood of thirty artists employed in 
completing the work of illuminating under 
the direction of the illuminators mentioned 
above. 


In the editions that will sell for $200,000 $ 


and $150,000 the entire border of each page 
will be illuminated, making about 32,000 
pages which will be entirely illuminated, 
from original designs, and this work will be 
done by artists in various parts of the world, 
including Russia, Germany, England, and 
France, no two pages being alike. 

The cost of copyrighting the initital let- 
ters, head and tail pieces, and illustrations 
will be about $5,000. Heretofore it has been 
the custom of publishers to copyright the 
volume entire, which would cost $1. But in 
the manner indicated purchasers will be 
protected from all danger of the contents 
of their volumes being reproduced. 

The $50,000 edition will contain 100 etch- 
ings made from original drawings expressly 
for the work, 300 full page genuine water 
colors done by the artists direct on the 
parchment, and each being an original con- 
éeption or drawing and signed by the artist; 
250. original marginal drawings in watercolor 
signed by the artists; besides 160 pen and 
ink drawings, and many hundreds character 
drawings and hand painted marginal min- 
jiatures. 

No Duplicate Pictures. 

In the case of the illustrations there are 
positively no duplicates, each and every one 
being an’ original painting. The owner of 
a set of the books will own each original 
drawing, just as if he had it framed in his 
home, excepting that it is in a book férm. 
This is an undertaking such as has never 
before been considered by a publisher. 

Among the‘artists who will be represented 
are A. B. Wenzell, Jacques Reich, Sidney L.; 
Smith, William Glackens, Frederick Diel- 
man, F. V. Dumond, Walter Russell, A. I.

These illustrations will represent the work, 


of seventy-five artists, many of interna- 
tional reputation. The cost of original wa- 
ter-colors for these several editions will ex- 
ceed $200,000. By ordinary production proc- 
esses it is possible to print a large number 
of illustrations in a day—from 500 to 1,000— 
but for the De Kock editions it will be a 
month’s work of some celebrated artist to 
paint a single picture, each one costing sev- 
eral hundred dollars, and to become the spe- 
cial property of each subscriber and forming 
in their entirety a veritable gallery of mod- 
ern-day paintings made by artists of re- 
nown.
